CONVENTION. 



New-York, Wednesday, September 24, 1851. 

This being the day fixed by the Constitation of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Charch in the Diocese of New- York, for the 
meeting of the Annual Convention of the same, a number of 
the Clergy and Laity assembled for Divine service, at ten o'clock 
in the morning, in St. John's Chapel, in the City of New- York, 
the place appointed by the Standing Committee, in the inability 
of the Bishop to act, for the meeting. 

Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. Edward C. Bull, Rec- 
tor of Christ Church, Rye ; the Rev. Tapping R. Chipman, 
Rector of St. George's Church, Astoria, reading the Lessons. 
The Ante-Communion service was read by the Rev. William 
Berrian, D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, New- York, and 
President of the Standing Committee ; the Rev. John McVickar, 
D. D., Professor of Moral and Intellectual Philosophy in Co- 
lumbia College, reading the Epistle, and the Rev. Jonathan M. 
Wainwright, D.D. an Assistant Minister of Trinity Church, New- 
York, reading the Gospel. The Sermon was preached by the 
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Rev. Louis L. Noble, Rector of St. Luke's Church, Catskill. 
The Holy CommunioQ was administered by the Rev. Dr. 
fierrian^ assisted by the Rev. Drs. McVickar, Wainwright and 
Haight. 

In the absence of the Bishop, the Convention was called to 
order by the Secretary ; and the Senior Presbyter present, the 
Rev. William Berrian, D. D., took the Chair, pursuant to the 
Fifth Rule of Order. 

The Secretary then proceeded, under the direction of the 
Standing Committee, to call the names of the Clergy of the 
Diocese entitled to seats, when One Hundred and Fifty- two an- 
swered to their names, and took their seats as members.* 

The Churches entitled to representation were then called 
over, and the Lay Delegates presented their certificates ; which 
were examined by the Secretary, and a Committee of two, ap- 
pointed by the Presiding Officer, viz. : Hon. Luther Bradish 
and William H. Harison, Esq. The names of the Lay Dele- 
gates duly appointed were called, when Delegates from One 
Hundred and Forty-five parishes appeared, and took their seats.t 

A constitutional quorum being present, the Convention pro- 
ceeded, according to the Fifth Article of the Constitution, to 
elect a President from among the Clergy. 

The Re?. William Creighton, D. D., Rector of Christ Church, 
Tarry town, was nominated for the office. 

On motion, it was unanimously resolved to dispense with the 
vote by ballot, and Dr. Creighton was unanimously elected. 

On taking the Chair, the President addressed the Conven- 
tion.

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On motion, the reading of the Rules of Order was unani- 
mously dispensed with. 

The Convention then proceeded, pursuant to the Sixth Article 
of the Constitution, to the appointment of a Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

On motion, the vote by ballot was unanimously dispensed 
with ; and the Rev. Benjamin I. Haight, D. D., was elected Se- 
cretary, and Charles N. S. Rowland, Esq., w^s elected Trea- 
surer. 

The Secretary appointed the Rev. William E. Eigenbrodt, 
Assistant Secretary.

OF THK STANDING COMMITTEE OF THB DIOCESE OF NEW-YORK, 

1850-51. 

The Standing Committee beg leave to report to the Conventioo, that 
the Committee was organized on the twenty-seventh day c^ Septem- 
ber, by the choice of the Rev. William Berrian, D. D., as President, 
the Rev. Benjamin I. Haight, D. D., as Secretary, and Floyd Smith, 
Esq., as Assistant Secretary. 

The following is a summary of their proceedings during the Con- 
ventional Year : 

I. — Address to the House of Bishops. 

At the close of their last Annual Report, the Committee stated that 
they had sent an Address to the House of Bishops of the nature con- 
templated by the resolution of the preceding ConventioQ in relation to 
the relief of our Diocese. To this Address a reply was received, dated 
at Cincinnati, October 12, 1850, a copy of which, together with the 
Address, is appended to the Report. 

In connection with this subject, it may' be well, for historical com- 
pleteness, here to record, that in consequence of the passage by the 
last General Convention of a Canon, entitled ** Of the Election of a 
Provisional Bishop, in the case of a Diocese whose Bishop is suspend- 
ed without a precise limitation of time,'Uhe Standing Committee sum- 
moned a Special Convention of the Diocese to assemble on the 27th 
day of November, for the purpose of considering the said Canon, and 
to proceed to the election of a Provisional Bishop, should the Conven- 
tion so determine. 
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II. — Episcopal Services in the Diocese. 

tJpoD the invitation of the Committee, the Right Rev. Carlton 
Chase, D. D., Bishop of New- Hampshire, performed Episcopal Duties 
in the Diocese from the 10th of December to the Ist of May, and the 
Right Rev. William H. De Lancey, D. D., LL.D., Bishop of West- 
ern New- York, from the 1st of May uiltil the meeting of the present 
Convention. As the whole Diocese had been visited during the pre- 
ceding two years, the Committee did not deem it necessary to ask of 
the Bishops more than the visitation of about one-third of the parishes, 
taking those in the first instance, which had been longest without Con- 
firmation. From their Reports it will be seen that this rite has been 
administered in seventy -one parishes out of the two hundred and thir- 
teen in the Diocese — to which should be added the seven churches in 
which the Bishops preached, but in which, fyom various causes, con- 
firmation was postponed. 

The Reports of the Right Rev. Fathers to whom we are indebted 
for these and other important services are as follows : 

REPORT OF THE BISHOP OF NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

To the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New- York : 

The Bishop of New-Hampshire, acting at their request, and in 
pursuance of a routine arranged by their authority, submits with much 
respect the folk)wing statement of his official acts and other labors 
performed in that Diocese : 

February 23, 1851, in the Floating Church of our Saviour, New- 
York city, I preached and confirmed nine persons. 

On the same day, in the Church of the Good Shepherd, New- York 
city, I preached, confirmed eleven persons, and delivered to them an 
address. 

February 25, in presence of the Rev. S. H. Turner, D. D., the 
Rev. B. I. Haight, D. D., and the Rev. S. R. Johnson, D, D., and 
in compliance with request canonically made, I pronounced sen- 
tence of displacelment from the sacred ministiy against Ferdinand £. 
White. 

March 2, in Calvary Church, New- York, I preached, confirmed 
twenty-one persons, and delivered an address. 

On the same day, in St. Luke's Church, New- York, I preached, 
confirmed thirty -two persons, and addressed them. 

March 9, 1st Sunday in Lent — In the Church of the Transfigura- 
tion, New- York, I preached and confirmed twenty-one persons. 

On the same day, in the Church of the Holy Trinity, Brooklyn, 
I preached and confirmed thirty-seven persons. 
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March 16, 2d Saoday in Lent — Id the Church of the AscensioD, 
New- York, I admitted in due form and manner to the holy order of 
Deacons, Messrs. William A. M*Vickar and William O. Lamson ; 
and to the holy order of Priests, the Rev. George C. Foote, the Rev. 
Benjamin F. Taylor, and the Rev. George B. Draper — the Rev. S. 
R. Johnson, D. D., the Rev.^ B. I. Haight, D. D., and the Rev. G. 
T. Bedell, assisting. The Sermon was delivered by the Rev. Dr. 
Haight. 

On the same day, in St. Philip's Church, New- York, I preached, 
and confirmed thirteen colored persons. 

March 23, in St. Paul's Church, Brooklyn, I preached, and con- 
firmed ten persons. 

On the same day, in St. Mark's Church, Brooklyn, I preached, and 
confirmed sixteen persons. 

In the evening, 1 officiated as chairman of a public meeting, held in 
St. Bartholomew's Church, with reference to the Oregon Mission. 

March 6, in the Church of the Messiah, Brooklyn, I preached, and 
confirmed eight persons. 

March 30, 4th Silnday in Lent— In Zion Church, New-York, I 
preached, and confirmed thirty-nine persons, and delivered an address 
to them. 

On the same day, in Christ Church, New- York, I preached, and 
confirmed twenty-one persons, and delivered an address. 

Same day, at evening, in the Church of the Epiphany, New-York, 
I preached, and confirmed thirty-nine persons, and delivered an ad- 
dress. To two of these the rite was administered in a chamber of 
sickness. 

April 2, in the Church of the Ascension, New- York, I confirmed 
twenty-four persons, and delivered to them an address. 

On the same day, in Calvary Church, Williamsburgh, I confirmed 
eleven persons, and delivered an address. 

April 4, in Christ Church, North Brooklyn, I preached, and con- 
firmed twenty-nine persons. 

April 6, 5th Sunday in Lent — In St. George's Church, Stuyvesant 
Square, New- York, I preached, and confirmed forty- one persons. 

On the same day, in the Church of the Holy Communion, I con- 
firmed twenty- eight persons, and delivered an address. 

Same day, at evening, I confirmed eighteen persons, in Emmanue 
Church, New- York, and delivered an address. 

April 9, in St. Peter's Church, New- York, I preached, confirmed 
eighteen persons, and delivered an address. 

The same day, in St. Andrew's Church, New- York, I preached, 
and confirmed seventeen persons. 
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April 10, in St. Clement's Churcii, New- York, I confirmed sixteen 
persons, and delivered an address. 

April 11, in Grace Church, Brooklyn, I confirmed twenty-three 
persons, and delivered an address. 

On the same day, in All Saints* Charch, New- York, I confirmed 
thirty-four persons, to whom I delivered an address. 

April 13, Sunday before Easter — In St. Paul's Chapel, New- York, 
I preached, confirmed eighty-six persons, (and a sick person in private, 
eighty-seven) — and delivered an address. 

Sixteen of the above number belonged to St. Thomas's Church, and 
were presented by the Rev. Dr. Whitehouse. 

On the same day, in the Church of the Annunciation, New- York, 
I preached, confirmed thirty-three persons, and delivered an address. 

Eight of the above number belonged to the Church of the Cruci- 
fixion, and were presented by the Rev. Dr. Schroeder. 

April 14, at a special Ordination, holden in St. Paul's Chapel, I ad- 
vanced to the Order of Priesthood, after due exattii nation, the Rev. 
Gurdon Huntington, being assisted by the Rev. Dr. Haight, the Rev. 
Dr.S. R. Johnson, the Rev. Mr. Walton, and the Rev. Mr. Peters. 

The following is a summary of these services : — I examined and Or- 
dained two Deacons and four Priests — ^in one instance pronounced 
sentence of displacement from the ministry — confirmed six hundred 
and fifty-six persons for twenty-eight Churches, and delivered thirty- 
five sermons and addresses. With your Secretary I have deposited 
such lists of the names of persons confirmed as were placed in my 
hands by the Rectors of the respective Churches. 

I cannot close this report without expressing my grateful acknowl- 
edgments for the kind hospitality and ready aid which on all occasions 
I received from the Clergy and Laity of your Diocese, and which, 
under God's blessing, enabled me to go through a long series of ser- 
vices in perfect health, and without failure in any one appointment. 
Your Secretary, in a special manner, has laid me under renewed obli- 
gations by his unwearied attention to my personal comfort, and to the 
means by which I might be enabled to accomplish the objects contem- 
plated in your request.

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REPORT OF THE BISHOP OF WESTERN NSW-TORK. 

To the Standing Committee of the Diocese ofNew^ York : 

Dear Brethren — Having been requested by you, acting as the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, to perform Episcopal functioDs 
in the Diocese of New-Yorlif I herewith submit to you a statement of 
my official services since the receipt of your request. 

On the 20th of June I visited Amsterdam, Montgomery county, 
where I consecrated St. Ann*s Church, preached, and confirmed six 
persons. 

On the 22d, in the morning, in St Paul's Chapel, Morrisania^ 
West Chester county, I ordained the Rev. John Wells Moore, 
Deacon, to the Priesthood, and Tad ministered the Holy Communion, 
The sermon was preached by the Rev. Abraham Beach Carter. 

In the afternoon of the same day, I preached in All Angels* Charcfa 
in the city of New- York, and confirmed ^V6 persons. 

On the 23d, in the afternoon, I confirmed six p&raonB in St Simon's 
Church, New- York, and delivered an address. 

Oa the 24th, in St. Cornelius' Church, Governor's Island, in the 
afternoon, I confirmed eighteen persons, and delivered an address. 

On the 25th, in St John's Chapel, New- York, at the morning 
prayers, I confirmed one person, from Grace Church, Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

On the 28th, at Scarsdale, Westchester county, I consecrated the 
Church of St. James the Less, preached, and administered the Holy 
Communion, assisted in the services by the Rt. Rev. Dr. Whittingham, 
of Maryland. 

I held, on the morning of the 29th, an Ordination, in Grace Church, 
Brooklyn Heights, where I admitted Messrs. De Witt Clinton Loop, 
Daniel Frederick Warren, and Lawrence Sterne!Stevens, of the Dio- 
cese of Western New- York ; and Messrs. Jubal Hodges, Samuel 
Woodward Sayres, William Simmons Ludlum, George Bedell, Han- 
nibal Goodwin, and David Eglinton Barr, of the Diocese of New- 
York, to the holy order of Deacons; and the Rev. Messrs. .William 
Thomas Smithett, William Whittingham Olssen, John Jay El- 
mendorf, Thomas Gallaudet,* William Thomas Webbe, Philander 
Kinney Cady, William Wood Seymour, William Samuel Coffey, 
William Henry Williams, and James Selden Spencer, Deacons, of the 
Diocese of New -York ; and the Rev. Stephen Chipman Thrall, 
Deacon, of the Diocese of Western New- York, to the holy order of 
Priests. I administered the Holy Communion. The sermon was 
preached by the Rev. Samuel H. Turner, D. D., of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary ; and I was assisted in the services by the Rt. 
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Rey. Dr. WhittiDg^iun, of MaijrlaDd. This, I belwre, was the krgest 
OrdindtioD ever held in the United States. 

In the afternoon of the same day, I preached in St. Mary*8 Church, 
Brooklyn, and coofirmed ten persons, including one eonfirmed in 
private. 

On the 30th, in the momiDg, I preached in the Church of the Holy 
Innocents, at West Point, and confirmed seventeen persons. 

In the afternoon of July Ist, I preached in Christ Church, Oyster 
Bay, Long Island, and confirmed eight persons. 

On the 3d of July, I consecrated Christ Church, New Brighton, 
Staten Island, preached, and confirmed Jfve persons. 

On the 6th, in Christ Church, Sag Harbor, Long Island, I preached 
in the morning, and administered the Holy Communion ; and in the 
afternoon I preached, confirmed thirty-four persons, and delivered an 
address. 

After performing some Episcopal duties in my own Diocese, I re- 
turned to the Diocese of New-Yoric, on the 22d of July, and visited the 
churches in Otsego and Herkimer counties. 

In Zion Church, Morris, Otsego county, on the mcnming of the 23d 
of July, I preached, and confirmed twenty-five persons. 

In the afternoon of the same day, I preached in Christ Church, Gil- 
bertsville, and confirmed eight persons. 

On the 24th, in the afternoon, I preached in St. Matthew's Church, 
Unadilla, and confirmed eight persons. 

I preached in Immanuel Church, Otego, on the morning of the 25th. 

On the 26th, in the morning, I preached in St. Timothy's Church, 
Westford, confirmed fi/oe persons, and administered the Holy Com- 
munion. 

Sunday, the 27th, I spent at Cooperstown ; and in Christ Church, 
in the morning, I preached, and confirmed six persons. 

I preached for St. John's Church, Exeter, on the 28th, in the Me- 
thodist Chapel, baptized one child, and confirmed two persons. 

In the afternoon of the same day, 1 preached in St. Luke's Church, 
Monticello. 

For St. John's Church, Richfield Springs, I preached in the Pres- 
byterian House of Worship, on the morning of the 29th. 

At the services, at Monticelb and Richfield Springs, I was favored 
with the presence of the Rt. Rev. Dr. Potter, of Pennsylvania, who 
had kindly ofiliciated in these vacant parishes, by reading prayers, and 
preaching, on the preceding Sunday. 

I preached in Grace Church, Cherry Valley, on the 30tb, in the 
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morniDg, confirmed eight persons, and admioistered the Holy Com- 
munion. \ 

From Otsego coanty I proceeded to Herkimer county, and, on the 
1st of August, in Trinity Church, Fairfield, I preached, and confirmed 
three persons, two of whom were from the Diocese of Western New- 
York, and one from Petropauloskoi, Kamtschatka. 

On the morning of the 2d of August, I preached in the Union House 
of Worship, in Norway. 

Tuesday, August 3d, I spent in Little Falls, where, in Emmanuel 
Church, in the morning, I preached, and administered the Holy Com- 
munion ; and in the afternoon I preached, and confirmed ^/burteen per- 
sons. 

Keturning to my own diocese until the beginning of September, I 
resumed my visitation on the 2d of September, and, on the morning of 
that day, in St. George's Church, Schenectady, I preached, and con- 
firmed twenty-two persons. 

On the 3d, in the morning, I preached in Christ's Church, Duanes- 
burgh, and confirmed six persons. 

On the 4th, in Trinity Church, West Troy, I preached in the after- 
noon, and confirmed eight persons, including two from St' John's 
Church, Cohoes. 

On the 5th, in Grace Church, Waterford, I preached, and confirmed 
fourteen persons, including nine persons belonging to Trinity Church, 
Lansingburgh, where also 1 confirmed one sick person in private. 
The repairs of the Church at Lansingburgh not being completed, the 
services in that church were omitted. 

On the 6th, in Troy, I confirmed in private one person belonging to 
St. Paul's Church, and one person belonging to Christ Church. 

On Sunday, the 7th, in the morning, in St. Paul's Church, Troy, 
I preached, confirmed twenty-four persons, and administered the 
Holy Communion. 

In the afternoon, I confirmed twelve persons in St. John's Church, 
and administered the Holy Communion in private to a sick person, 
belonging to St. Paul's Church. 

In the evening, 1 preached in Christ Church, confirmed twenty-one 
persons, and delivered an address. Two of the persons confirmed 
belonged to Trinity Church, Lansingburgh. 

I preached in St. John the Evangelist's Church, Stockport, Co- 
lumbia county, on the 8th, in the afternoon, and confirmed eight 
persons. 

In the evening, in Christ Church, Hudson, I preached, and confirmed 
twenty-three, including two confirmed in private, in the morning. 
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On the 9th, in the morning, I preached in St. Panrs Church, Ked 
Hook, and confirmed six persons. 

On the 10th, in St. James's Church, Hyde-park, £ preached, and 
confirmed twenty-five persons. 

On the 11th, in the afternoon, I preached in St. PauPs Church, 
Pleasant Valley, and confirmed seven persons, including one confirmed 
in private. 

I preached in St. Paul's Church, Poughkeepsie, on the morning of 
the 12th, and con^rmed fourteen persons. 

In the afternoon, 1 preached in Christ Church, and confirmed 
thirty-tiDo persons, including one from St. Paul's Church. 

In the evening, I met the Children of the Parish School of Christ 
Church, supported by individual munificence, and briefly addressed the 
children. 

On the 13th I preached in Zion Church, Wappinger's Creek. The 
absence of the Rector, on account of sickness, prevented the confirma- 
tion. In this parish I married one couple, Matthew Van Bensohoten 
BrinckerhofF, to Mary Willis Franklin. 

On Sunday, the 14th, in St. Anna's Church, Fishkill Village, I 
preached, confirmed sixteen persons, and delivered an address. 

And in the afternoon I preached in Trinity Church, Fishkill Village, 
there being no confirmation, on account of the absence of the Rector, 
caused by the death of a relative. 

On the 16th, T preached in the afternoon in St. Mary's Church, 
Cold Spring, Putnam county, and confirmed eleven persons. 

On the morning of the 16th, intelligence of the death of my brother- 
in-law, James Fenimore Cooper, ^constrained me to terminate my 
ofidcial services in the Diocese, and to proceed to Cooperstown. I 
addressed letters from Peekskill to the several clergy interested, ex- 
plaining the omission. 

There remained to be visited the Churches at Peekskill, Sing Sing, 
and Tarrytown ; and I was thus compelled to omit the Ordination of 
several Deacons to the Priesthood, and the consecration of the New 
Church, at Amenia, Dutchess county. 

The following is a summary of my official services in the Diocese : I 
have consecrated two Churches, baptized one child, manied one couple, 
ordained six Deacons and eleven Priests, administered the Holy Com- 
munion nine times, Yiaited forty- three Churches, preached forty times, 
and confirmed four hundred and forty-seven persons. 

I have everywhere received the kindest attentions from the clergy 
and laity, for which I tender them my warm acknowledgments and 
thanks.

log the year to appoint a Committee of Inquiry, under Sec. 1, Canon 
XVII. of the Diocese, in regard to the alleged conduct of each of the 
following Presbyters, viz. : the Rev. Edward Selkirk, the Rev. Wil- 
liam F. Walker, and the Rev. John C. Sterling. 

The Commissioners, in the case of the Rev. Mr. Selkirk, reported 
that they met at the time and place appointed for the investigation, but 
that his accusers did not appear, assigning as their reason, that a civil 
process was pending in reference to the matter. The Committee 
deem it but justice to Mr. Selkirk to add, that the issue of the libel 
fioit, the process referred to, was in his favor, and that no further com* 
plaints have been made against him. 

The Commissioners, in the case of the Rev. William F. Walker, 
presented him for trial. Accordingly, a Board of Trial was ap- 
pointed, under Sect. 3 of Canon XVII., which is still engaged in its 
duties. 

The Commissioners, in the case of the Rev. John C. Sterling, pre- 
sented him for trial. The Board, which was thereupon appointed, 
decided that the accused was guilty upon three of the Articles con- 
tained in the Presentment, viz., of officiating contrary to the provir 
sions of Canons XXXI. and XLV., General Convention of 1832, 
and of schismatical and disorderly conduct ; and that in their opinion 
he ought to be suspended from the exercise of the office of a Priest 
in the Church of God for one year, unless in the meanwhile he shall 
satisfy the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese of his amendment, 
aod that he will thereafter conform to the doctrine, discipline and 
worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church. Such sentence the 
Committee have requested the Right Rev. the Bishop of Western 
New- York to pronounce. 

The Commissioners, in the case of the Rev. Edgar P. Wadhams, 
deacon, have presented him for trial. The Board has been appointed, 
and summoned to meet in this city, on Monday the 20th of October. 

The Rev. Ferdinand E. White, Presbyter, having declared his renun- 
ciation of the ministry of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and his 
design not to officiate in future in any of the offices thereof, his said 
declaration has been recorded, and he has been deposed from the min- 
iscry by the Right Rev. the Bishop of New-Hampshire, who was in- 
vited by the Committee to attend for that purpose, in presence of 
divers of the Clergy ; and the canonical record of the transaction 
made. 

Upon the application of the Wardens and Vestrymen of Christ 
Church, Morristown, St. Lawrence county, the Committee concurred 
in the dismission of the Rev. E. W. J. Roberts, from the rectorship 
of said Church. 
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XIV. — Miscellaneous. 

The Committee having been notified that, of the Deputies elected 
to the General Convention, the Rev. Dr. Creighton, and Messrs. Har- 
ison and Hoffman, would not be able to attend, designated the Rev. 
William L. Johnson, D. D., the Hon. Martin Lee, and John W. 
Mitchell, Esq , to supply the deficiency thus occasioned. 

The Committee have given their consent to the proposed consecra- 
tion of the Rev. Francis Huger Rutledge, D. D., Bishop elect of the 
Diocese of Florida ; to that of the Rev. John Williams, D. D., Assistant 
Bishop elect of the Diocese of Connecticut; and to that of the Rev. 
Henry John Whitehouse, D. D., Assistant Bishop elect of the Diocese 
of Illinois. 

The Circular Letter of his Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
inviting the Church in the United States of America to unite with the 
Church of England, in the celebration of the Third Jubilee of the 
.Venerable Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, 
came before the Committee as the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese. In response to this proposition, the Committee took order 
for the observance of Monday, the 16th of June, being the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the signing of the Charter of the Society, by 
a special service in Trinity Church, New- York, with a Sermon by the 
Rev. Dr. M^Vickar, and the administration of the Holy Communion, 
on which occasion the Clergy and Laity were invited to attend. They 
also recommended to the Clergy of the Diocese, on the first Sunday 
after Trinity, June 22d, or on some other convenient Sunday, to 
preach appropriate sermons, and to make collections in their respective 
churches, to be appropriated in behalf of the Oregon Mission, or some 
other branch of the Missions of the Church,

Committee, a copy of which, together with the communication from 
his Grace, is appended to this report. The sermon preached at the 
celebration, in Trinity Church, by Professor M»Vickar, together with 
the correspondence above referred to, and other interesting documents, 
has been^printed under the authority of the Committee, the vestry of 
Trinity Church kindly proffering to sustain the expense. Copies of 
this publication, for the use of the members of the Convention, have 
been placed upon the Secretary's table.

ADDRESS TO THE BISHOPS. 

To the Right Reverend the Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church 

in the United States of America : 

Right Reverend Fathers : — In a notice transmitted to you through 
our Secretary, in October last, we had the honor to apprize you 
severally, that we had been instructed by our Convention to address 
you as a body, in reference to the present sad state of our Diocese, 
and to ask of you that relief which the legislation of the Church hHS 
opened the way for you to afford. 

As preliminary to the matter in hand, we submit the following 
facts : 

The General Convention of 1844 passed a Canon, (the third of that 
year,) entitled, *' Of the Trial of a Bishop," which provides for the in- 
fliction of a penalty in the following, and no other, words : 

*^ And if it be that the accused is guilty, the Court shall, at the same 
time, pass sentence, and award the penalty of admonition, suspension,

6r depositioD, as to them the offence or offences proved may seem to 
desenre/* 

The General Convention of that year adjourned on the 22d of 
October, and on the 9th day of the month following, a presentment 
was served on our Bishop, the Right Keverend Dr. B. T. Onderdonk, 
charging offences alleged to have been committed at sundry specified 
times, between June, 1837, and July, 1843. On the 10th of Decem- 
ber, 1844, a Court of Bishops met in this city for the trial of our 
Bishop, under the aforesaid Canon ; and having tried and adjudged him 
** guilty,*' pronounced his sentence, on the 3d of January, 1845, in the 
following words : 

" It is hereby ordertd and declared that the sentence by this Con it, 
upon the Respondent, is suspension from the office of a Bishop in the 
Church of God, and from all the functions of the sacred ministry — and 
this Court do hereby solemnly pronounce and declare^ that the Right 
Reverend Benjamin Tredwell Onderdonk is suspended from all exer- 
cise of his Episcopal and ministerial functions." 

In September, 1847, the Convention of our Diocese adopted unani- 
mously the following resolutions, to be transmitted to the next General 
Convention : 

" Resolved, As the solemn conviction of this Convention, that justice 
to the Church in the Diocese of New- York, as well as its best interests^ 
demand that it be relieved from its present anomalous position. 

** Resolved, That the General Convention be, and is hereby, re- 
quested to give to the Church in this Diocese, such relief as may be 
consistent with its powers.** 

In October of the same year, the General Convention met, and on 
consideration of the application of this Diocese, enacted the following 
Canons, the only ones bearing on our case, which are known as the 
second and third Canons of that year : 

•* OF THE REMISSION OR MODIFICATION OF JUDICIAL SENTENCES." 

" The Bishops of this Church, who are entitled to seats in the 
House of Bishops, may altogether remit and terminate any judicial sen- 
tence which may have been imposed, or may hereafter be imposed, by 
Bishops acting collectively as a Judicial Tribunal, or modify the same 
so far as to designate a precise period of time or other specific 
contingency, on the occurrence of which, such sentence shall utterly 
cease and be of no further force or effect : Provided,''^ &c. 

" OP THE PENALTY OF SUSPENSION.** 

** Whenever J;he penalty of suspension shall be inflicted on a Bishop, 
Priest, or Deacon, in this Church, the sentence shall specify on what 
terms, or at what time said penalty shall cease.^ 
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In September^ 1849, the CoDvention of our Diocese adopted — by a 
vote of clergy, ayes 91, noes 37, and of laity, ayes 69, noes 46 — the pre- 
amble and resolation (already transmitted to you and presently to be 
quoted) under which we address you. In October following, the ca- 
nonical number of Bishops united in a respectful request to the Presi- 
diDg Bishop, to call a special meeting of your body in the month of 
February, 1850, at such time in the month and at such place as might 
seem to him fit and convenient ; whereupon the Presiding Bishop con- 
voked your venerable body at Cincinnati, on the day next preceding that 
appointed for the opening of the General Convention in October, 1850, 
at which time and place the present address is designed to reach you. 

From these facts the position of your memorialists may be readily in- 
ferred : — ^ 

The third Canon of 1844, by distinguishing suspension from deposi- 
tion, evidently intended that a sentence of suspension should define its 
limit. This opinion, which was intimated in 1645 by the body noy 
addressing you, in connection with a reference to high legal opinions to 
show that a sentence of suspension, without a limit in terms, was void 
and inoperative in law, has been since ruled by the third Canon of 
1847. Agreeably, however, to the letter of the Canon, the Court which 
tried our Bishop inflicted the penalty of ** suspension," without a limit 
in terms. Had the sentence declared the limit of the penalty, the 
Diocese of New- York would have had no occasion to look beyond 
itself for relief from the evils which it entailed. But the sentence did 
not declare the limit of the penalty ; nor, on the adjournment of the 
Court, and the consequent expiration of its powers, was there any tri- 
bunal in the Church canonically competent to declare it. Commensu- 
rate in duration with the penalty were the evils which followed it; 
and it was under the pressure of these evils, (evils, be it observed, 
growing not out of suspension, in the definite sense since ruled by the 
Church, but out of an unlimited suspension,) that the Supreme Legis- 
lature of the Church, on the first occasion of its meeting after the de- 
clara'tion of the sentence, was approached by our Diocese with an 
unanimous prayer for relief. The General Convention promptly 
provided a remedy for these evils, by clothing your venerable body 
with the canonical power either to remit and terminate the penalty 
altogether, or to affix to it the limit which the sentence had failed to 
express, but which the Canon now requires shall be expressed in every 
similar sentence. Since the adjournment of the General Convention 
of 1847, which made this provision, the present is the first occasion of 
the meeting of your body ; and on this occasion we come before you, 
in the name of our Convention, with the prayer, that you would 
exert for our relief the power with which you have been, for this pur- 
pose, canonically invested. 
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That the scope of oar instnictions and the mind of our Diocese may 
be the better understood, we lay before you a copy of the preamble and 
resolution which have led to the present address. 

" Whereas the House of Bishops and the House of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies in the General Convention of 1847, passed a Canon in 
the words following : 

" * Whenever[the penalty of suspension shall be inflicted on a Bishop, 
Priest, or Deacon, in this Church, the sentence shall specify at what 
time or on what terms said penalty shall cease.* 

*» And whereas the Diocese and Diocesan of New- York have been 
for a long time suffering under the disabilities, which it was the design 
of the Canon to prevent in future : Therefore, 

** Resolvedj That the Standing Committee be requested to present, 
at an early day, an address to the House of Bishops, praying that 
venerable body to adopt such measures as may render the wise intent 
of the provisions of said Canon of 1847, available to the relief of our 
Diocese : that so the objects may be accomplished of the unanimous 
prayer of this Convention to the General Convention of 1847." 

The preamble, as will be seen, contains two clauses, which are the 
hasis of the resolution. The first shows the equitable principle of 
legislation on which we rely for relief; and the second shows the end 
or object for which the application of this principle is invoked. The 
principle is, that the penalty of suspension should have a declared 
limit ; and the end of the desired application of this principle, in the 
present instance, is to relieve " the Diocese and Diocesan of New- 
York." The actual provisions of Canon III. of 1847 are, of course, 
not applicable to a sentence which was pronounced before the Canon 
was adopted ; but the ** wise intent," or equitable principle of these pro- 
visions is applicable to the sentence, and your venerable body have 
been canonically empowered to apply it. The actual provisions of the 
Canon demand that hereafter, in every sentence of suspension, the 
limit of the penalty shall be declared ; the "wise intent" or equity of 
these provisions leads us to hope that the suspension inflicted before the 
adoption of the Canon, and having no declared limit, will also have its 
limit declared now that your venerable body have the canonical power 
to declare it. If the limitation is made, the effect of it will be to re- 
move the suffering which has induced us to pray for relief; that is to 
say, the suffering of our Diocese and Diocesan. We are not aware 
that the suffering of both the Bishop and the Diocese can be relieved 
in any other way, (except, indeed, by an entire remission of the pen- 
alty,) than by a limitation of the penalty; so that both the principle 
on which we rely for relief, and the end for which we solicit it, con- 
cur in pointing to a specific measure for the accomplishment of the 
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objects of our unaaimoiis prayer to the Ooperal Convention of 
1847. 

Before we make our request, it is proper to open up its grounds by 
asking your attention to the nature and extent of our grievances. 

Suspension f as commonly understood, and as now ruled by our 
Canonii, is a temporary deprivation of office ; differing from deposition 
in nothing except that it has a limit of time or condition. Equally with 
deposition it incapacitates the person who is suffering under it for the 
exercise of office; and it is distinguished from deposition only by its 
reserving to him the right to resume the exercise of his office on the 
•ffiux of the time, or the fulfilment of the condition, which is the term 
or limit of the penalty. 

In the case of our Bishop, however, this penalty has been inflicted 
without the declaration of the time or condition which is necessary in 
order to its limitation. In this respect, ours is a peculiar hardship ; 
no other Diocese ever has been, or, under our existing Canons, ever 
can be, subjected to evils flowing from the same cause ; the power of 
your venerable body to hold the Bishop of a 'Diocese suspended at 
pleasure, and to keep his Diocese under a sentence which works all 
the evils of a vacancy without actually creating a vacancy, having been,- 
on the first and only occasion of its exercise, and with your own con- 
sent, abridged and limited for ever by Canon III. of 1847. And we 
desire that in considering our prayer, the unlimited nature of the sen • 
tence, and the equitable bearing on it of this Canon, may be kept dis- 
tinctly and constantly in view. 

The effect of this sentence on our Diocese has been most disastrous. 

By a fundamental principle of the Catholic Church, adopted in the 
fourth article of the Constitution of our own Church, »♦ every Bishop** 
is required to *^ confine the exercise of his episcopal office to his proper 
Diocese, unless requested to ordain, or confirm, or perform any other 
act of the episcopal office by any Church destitute of a Bishop. " The 
Church of New- York was wholly deprived of the services of its own 
Bishop, either in person or by deputy ; but it was not destitute of a 
Bishop, and consequently not in a condition to make that request 
without which no other Bishop on earth could lawfully exercise his 
episcopal office within her borders. Thus were we totally cut off, 
not for a limited time, (this we could have borne in silence,) but for 
an unlimited time, from the benefits of that institution, which we 
believe to be, under God, the fountain of life to the Church. From 
the moment of the promulgation of the sentence, in January, 1845, 
the Diocese of New- York was thrown back into a state similar to that 
in which it was placed while New- York was a colony of Great Bri- 
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tain, without e^exi that shadow of episcopal supervision which existed 
when, during our colonial dependence, we were placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Bishop of London. We had, indeed, a Bishop ; 
but a Bishop whose hands were tied; who was unable to confirm the 
young, to ordain candidates for orders, to consecrate churches, to in- 
spect our parishes, to exercise discipline, or to perform any one act of 
episoopal supervision ; and all this for a time of unlimited duration. 
And although by a liberal construction of the fourth article of the Con- 
stitution, and by special legislation gi'ounded on the necessity of the 
case, (a necessity which could never have been assumed to exist had 
the sentence contained a Umitationj) the rigor of our condition has 
been so far mitigated that we have been enabled to invite other Bishops 
into our Diocese for the performance of certain episcopal duties, yet 
the evils which flow from the want of episcopal supervision and juris- 
diction still remain in their full force and operation. The Bishops who 
are invited to officiate in our Diocese are restrained from every act, 
proper to their office, which involves the power of jurisdiction. Our 
Clergy consequently have no head who is authorized to watch over 
them, to advise or to admonish, to warn or to rebuke ; and our parish- 
es have no common head to inspect their condition. Our Candidates 
for the Holy Ministry are deprived of the paternal guidance which the 
Church contemplates and which they especially need. Confirmations 
are no longer appointed by the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, 
but are held at the pleasure of the Clergy and performed by a Bishop 
who comes in, at the request of the Standing Committee, to give effect 
to their wishes. Our discipline is reduced to the cold and mechanical 
operation of legal processes, without a breath of that paternal and dis- 
cretionary authority which, when wisely exerted, is more efficacious 
for the prevention of evil than are Canons for its cure. In a Diocese 
so large as ours, the want of this paternal supervision is severely felt : 
nor can we refrain from expressing the sorrow with which we have 
beheld instances of clerical delinquency, not cognizable by the Canons, 
tending toward and at length resulting in defection from the Church, 
while the only voice which could be raised in an effort to arrest the 
evil by authoritative inquiry or remonstrance, was forbidden to speak ; 
and difficulties between rectors and parishes, which might, in all 
human probability, have been healed by timely and authoritative inter- 
position, suffered to go unchecked until they had bred confusion and 
scandal, and involved the parties in a litigation which ended in their 
greater estrangement, or in the rupture of the sacred tie which united 
them. 

A special effect of this sentence is to deprive the Bishop on whom 
it operates of his seat in the House of Bishops ; and we deem it a 
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grievance that the Bishop of our Diocese should have uo voice in the 
body which is so iniportaDt a branch of that legislature to whose laws 
we are subject, and by whose acts we are bound. Had this depriva- 
tion been limited, and had the limit extended beyond the meeting of 
one General Convention, we had been silent: but when this address 
reaches you, a second General Convention will have met, from which 
the Bishop of our Diocese is excluded : and the exclusion, unless you 
shall be pleased to order otherwise, will continue to be for an unlimited 

time. 

And what help is there for these evils ? None within our reach. 

If our Bishop possessed a right to jurisdiction, and were disqualified for 
its exercise through bodily or mental infirmity, we might choose for 
him an assistant or coadjutor; but he is totally, only not forever, de- 
prived of this right, and consequently, so long as the deprivation lasts, 
of all capacity of receiving assistance or co-operation. If he possessed 
the right, and were disqualified for its exercise through his own fault, 
through any acts which brought discredit or dishonor on his character, 
a resignation of his jurisdiction, either of his own motion, or at the in- 
stance of his Diocese, would naturally ensue. But the case has been 
taken, not by our act, but By the act of members of your own body, 
from the bar of public opinion to the bar of £cclesiastical Law. Where 
you have put the case, there we have been fain to leave it ; without 
lifting a finger to divert the current of ecclesiastical justice from that 
channel through which the constituted authorities of the Church have 
ordained it to flow. If you see fit to loose the case from its legal bands 
and remit it to the moral sense of the community, which has hereto- 
fore been deemed sufficient to guard the reputation of our American 
episcopate, the Diocese of New- York will know, as it ever has 
known, what is due to itself from its Bishop ; and knowing this, will 
not fail, as it never has failed, to maintain its own dignity and self- 
respect. But while the case remains in its present state we are pow- 
erless, and can look only to your venerable body for relief. 

It is doubtless, however, your pleasure, Right Reverend Fathers, no 
less than our duty, that we bring our prayer within the bounds mark* 
ed oat for our relief, by the Supreme Legislature of the Church. To 
this end we purpose to forbear to ask of you the adoption of any 
measure in our behnlf, which the General Convention has forborne to 
sanction, and to ask of you only such a measure as the General Con- 
vention has sanctioned. 

On the prayer of our Diocese to the General Convention of 1847, 
this body enacted no Canon either to void the jurisdiction of a suspend- 
ed Bishop, or to authorize the Diocese of such Bishop to choose an- 
other Bishop, who, during this suspension, should exercise jurisdic-

tion in bk stead. In a word, the G-eneral Convention, after due delib- 
eration, forbore to sanction, and by so doing tacitly condemned any 
and every measure for our relief, which would be questionable in 
principle, or which would rePieve the Diocese without also relieving 
its Bishop. Confining ourselves, as in duty bound, within the limits 
thus marked out for us by the collective wisdom of the Church, we 
ask — 

1. Fcfr no relief to our Diocese attiie expense of any principle of the 
XJhurch^ 

We regard the See of New- York as filled ; and since the House of 
Bishops has been canonically empowered to remit or limit the penalty 
which restrains its Bishop from the exercise of his functions, the plea 
of necessity cannot be urged for any further departure from the fourth 
article of our Constitution, or rather from the fundamental principle on 
which this article is founded, that the Church of every Diocese is one 
body, of which its Bishop is the El^ad. It is enough that our Diocese, 
(hough not vacant, invites other Bishops to perform within it Episcopal 
acts not involving jurisdiction. To acknowledge another oentie of 
jurisdiction until the Diocese shall have been lawfully vacated ; to 
transfer to another Bishop the canonical obedience which, although 
temporarily interrupted, is yet due to our present Diocesan, is a 
measure for which, we believe, our Diocese is not prepared. We ask — 

2. For no relief to our Diocese at ike expense of any of the rights of 
our Bishop, 

Without presuming to indicate the views of the Diocese, or of any 
portion of it, on questions involved in the trial of our Bishop, such 
questions being foreign to the duty at present devolved upon us, we do 
not hesitate to say that there is one principle by which, since the ter- 
mination of the trial, our Diocese has been governed ; and that is, to 
do nothing which would either increase or diminish the legal force and 
efTect of the sentence. Duty to the authority which pronounced the 
sentence has forbidden the one, and duty to him who suffers the sen- 
tence has forbidden the other ; and in the equal discharge of both duties 
we have sought to abide by the penalty, the whole penalty, and nothing 
but the penalty. The lawful force of the penalty, however, allows 
and requires, that the subject of it, in the event of its expiration, shall 
be possessed of all the canonical rights which he had before its infliction. 
To solicit or instigate any infraction of the penalty would be an act of 
contempt to the tribunal which awarded it ; to solicit or instigate any 
measure which would involve a forfeiture of reversionary rights, or 
lessen the chance of their recovery, would be an act of bad faith and 
injustice to the suspended Bishop ; and as no past act of our Conven- 
tion has cast disrespect on the Court, so none has givep us reason to

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believe, that a measure which would aim to relieve the Diocese, at the 

expense of the rights of the Diocesan, would meet the wishes of the 
Diocese, or receive its active concurrence. 

Bat the guidance of the General Convention in this matter is not 
merely negative. It has legislated positively in view of our case, and 
its legislation embraces two, and only two provisions available to our 
relief. Of these the one empowers your body to ** altogether remit 
and terminate any judicial sentence which may have been imposed ;*' 
and the other to " modify the same so far as to designate a precise 
period of time, or other specific contingency, on the occurrence of 
which such sentence shall utterly cease and be of no further force or 
effect.'* The former provision authorizes you to grant an instant and 
unconditional remission of the penalty under consideration ; and it 
authorizes you, also, it is believed, as a House of Bishops, to review 
the proceedings of the Court, and should yon see fit, to rescind its sen- 
tence : while the latter provision invites us to the more moderate 
course of praying you, without raising a question on the proceedings 
of the Court, to assign to the penalty the limit which the sentence has 
failed to express. It is also worthy of note, as indicating more pre- 
cisely the intention of the General Convention, that the latter provi- 
sion is, while the former is not, adapted to the case of our Diocese 
alone, exclusively of all other Dioceses now and forever. For your body 
will be forever liable to be called on to remit and terminate a judicial 
sentence ; but you are not now, nor, inasmuch as every future sentence 
of suspension must contain its own limitation, will you ever hereafter be 
moved, as a House of Bishops, to limit a suspension in the case of any 
other Diocesan, than the Bishop of New- York. 

Guided, then, by the Supreme Authority of the Church, and by the 
resolution under which we address you, which point to one and the 
same specific measure of relief, we come now, Right Reverend Fa- 
thers, distinctly to prefer our prayer ; which is, that in consideration of 
the sufferings of our Bishop and Diocese, under a sentence of suspen- 
sion which has no declared limit, you would proceed, in virtue of your 
power under the second Canon of 1847, to declare the limit of the 
penalty by the designation of an early day on which the penalty shall 
cease, and be of no further force or effect. 

We ask for a limitation of the penalty, because by the third general 
Canon of 1847, on which the resolution of our Convention is based, 
provision is made for a limitation in every future sentence of suspen- 
sion ; and we think it clearly equitable, that a penalty imposed before 
the adoption of that Canon, should have the benefit of this provision. 

We ask for a limitation, instead of a remission, because a limitation 
of the penalty provides for its exhaustion. When the limit of the 
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penalty under consideration shall have been defined by competent au- 
thority, and that limit shall have been reached, the whole amount of 
punishment decreed by the Court will have been suffered ; and the 
honor of the Court and of the Church will have been amply vindi- 
cated. 

We ask for a limitation of time, instead of condition,* because — 

1. A limitation of time is a direct and effectual method to secure the 
desired relief; and the same reasons which move us to pray for relief, 
move us also to pray for the adoption of such a measure of relief as is 
direct and effectual, in preference to any other which is indirect and 
uncertain. Because — 

2. A condition involving the merits of the case, when the case itself 
is not to be rejudged, ought, in equity, we think, to be declared by no 
other tribunal than that which declared the sentence. That tribunal, 
however, is no longer in existence ; and if it were, there is no harsh- 
ness in supposing that in the interval of nearly six years, events may 
have transpired which it would desire to take into consideration in any 
new action involving the merits of the case. The House of Bishops 
have the power, indeed, to modify the sentence by annexing to it a con- 
dition of this nature ; but we respectfully submit to their consideration, 
whether a condition which could have been justly inserted in the sen- 
tence, might not now, after the lapse of nearly six years* patient and 
submissive endurance, operate as an aggravation of the penalty ; and 
whether it would not be in effect to reaffirm the decision of the Court 
without granting the suspended Bishop the benefit of a rehearing. 
And because — 

3. A condition not involving the merits of the case, unless indeed 
it were merely nominal, would have the effect either, 1. To peril a 
fundamental principle of our Church and the sacred rights of our Dio- 
cesan ; or, 2. To take the ultimate determination and issue of the pen- 
alty from your venerable body, with whom we desire to leave it, and 
make it dependent on contingencies less favorable to the peace and 
tranquillity of the Church. • 

But that our motives in this particular may not be misunderstood, wo 
beg to assure you of our distinct and unwavering conviction that, as 
respects the subject of this penalty, all the ends contemplated by a 
conditional limitation, will have been attained in the fullness of their 
spirit. He has borne his protracted sufferings with the most patient 
and dutiful submission; and whatever opinions he, in common with 
others, may have honestly entertained on abstract questions deeply 
affecting his interests, he has led, beyond all question, from the time 
that he was so unhappy as to incur the displeasure of his brethren, a 
most devout, guarded, and exemplary life. 
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It must be understood, however, Right Rev. Fathers, that we ap- 
proach you on the present occasion, not as partisans of the suspended 
Bishop, but as representatives of the Diocese, in all that we have 
deprecated, and in what we have solicited at your hands, we have 
been swayed by no other motives than by those which we have frankly 
avowed. Ulterior purposes do not enter into our present application. 
Questions of a merely personal bearing have had no power either to 
draw us to, or to turn us from the point of our request. To this we 
have been led, as we believe, solely by the general legislation of the 

hurch, by the dictates of immutable justice and equity, and by the 
spirit of the instructions under which we act — all which have con- 
curred to fix our minds on the specific measure which we have urged, 
as the only one by which the desired relief can be equitably and hon- 
orably attained. 

It is due to you also, that we here state, with entire frankness, 
what we suppose to be the precise effect of the measure which we 
ask you to adopt, and the relative responsibility devolved by it on your 
venerable body and on our Diocese. 

The immediate and necessary effect of the limitation and conse- 
quent expiration of the penalty will be, we apprehend, simply to re- 
instate our Bishop in the full possession of his rights of office and 
jurisdiction, by removing all legal let or impediment to their exercise. 
The actual performance of Episcopal services in the Diocese, may or 
may not be consequent on the expiration of the penalty, but will not, 
we apprehend, be its immediate and necessary effect. As matters 
now stand, eVery avenue to relief is closed ; the penalty, while it 
operates, presenting an impassable barrier of indeterminate duration, 
not only to the full communication of our Diocese with an3* other 
Bishop, but to all communication of the Diocese with its own Bishop* 
But if the penalty be limited, the immediate and necessary effect of 
the limitation, when the limit shall have been reached, will be, we 
suppose, simply to bring the Bishop into living connection with his 
Diocese, and to put both the Diocese and Diocesan in a capacity to 
unite and co-operate in the adoption of measures for their common 
good. 

And in this effect we recognize the line which divides the respon- 
sibility of your venerable body from that of our Diocese. 

On this point we would have it considered, that the supension of a 
Diocesan Bishop is a punishinent which the Church has decreed. 
It was decreed by the General Convention of 1841, and again de- 
creed by the General Convention of 1844. Your own house, also, in 
1844, adopted a Canon, which provided that ** In case of the limited 
suspension of any Bishop, the Standing Committee of the Diocese of 
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each suspended Bishop, may apply to the Bishop or Bishops of this 
Church to perform Episcopal duties within such Diocese ;" and the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, also, although it did not concur 
in the Canon, yet adopted the section of it which contains the above 
provision, expunging only the word limited^ on the ground, as is be- 
lieved, that suspension is, in its own nature, a limited penalty. In 
view of all this, it was further enacted, in 1847, that every 
suspension, that of a Diocesan Bishop included, hereafter in- 
flicted, shall be limited. This repeated action shows that the whole 
subject has been distinctly and maturely considered. Now, it is 
hardly to be expected that the penalty of suspension should work it- 
self out on any Diocesan Bishop without rendering a portion, and pos- 
sibly a large portion, of his Diocese averse to the reception of his ser- 
vices ; such a consequence is natural and too obvious to have escaped 
attention ; but the Church has decreed, notwithstanding, that on the 
expiration of the penalty, the Bishop and his Diocese shall again be 
brought into active connection. The inference which we draw from 
this is, that all ulterior questions, all beyond the immediate and neces- 
sary effect of limitation, are to be settled by the Bishop and Diocese 
between themselves. The supreme authority of the Church inflicts 
the punishment, guards it in its progress, and brings it to an end, and 
there leaves the parties more immediately concerned in it to take care 
of themselves. A Bishop and Diocese, on coming together again 
after such an interruption of their intercourse, must expect to contend 
with some difficulties and perplexities ; but the cure-Tor these evils 
would seem to be in local and Diocesan regulations, and not in the 
higher and more general authorities of the Church. It may be that 
Che state of the Diocese will be such as to render the voluntary retire- 
ment of the Bishop from his charge desirable for his own peace and 
for the good of the Church ; or it may be deemed expedient that the 
Bishop should give the Diocese the benefit of his counsel and general 
supervision, but refrain from the visitation of parishes ; or again, it 
may be thought best that he should visit some parts of his Diocese in 
person, while the visitation of other parts should be delegated to 
another Bishop. It is impossible to predict, with any degree of pre- 
cision, what the state of a Diocese, in such an event, would be, or 
what measures would be best adapted to promote its peace and wel- 
fare. But be the difficulties of the case what they may, as the 
Church did not need to be particularly informed of them before she 
prescribed limitation in every case in which a Diocesan Bishop shall 
be suspended, so it cannot be necessary, in the present instance, to 
press them on your attention. The Church, in her collective capa- 
eity, has assumed that the limitation of the penalty is the point at 
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which her immediate respooBibility ceases, and that of the Diocese be- 
gins ; and if the evils naturally consequent on such an event have not 
deterred her from making limitation the universal rule, they will be 
of no force, we apprehend, to deter your venerable body from apply- 
ing the equity of this rule to the particular case under consideration. 
The Church herself has placed that confidence in every Diocese as to 
suppose that when an emergency, such as is here contemplated, shall 
arise, it will be able to cope with its difficulties in the spirit of wisdom 
and charity ; and we trust that you, Kight Keverend Fathers, have 
no reason to withdraw from the Diocese of New- York that confidence 
which the General Convention has reposed in her in common with 
other Dioceses. Let the equitable provisions of the General Conven- 
tion take their natural course, and we fear no evils which may not, by 
GoD^s blessing, be averted, and made to redound to the welfare of the 
Church, and to furnish new proofs of her stability. 

We find ourselves, Right Reverend Fathers, addressing you under 
very remarkable circumstances. We had supposed that the benefits 
of the Episcopacy, subject only to such temporary interruptions as are 
caused by vacancies, had been secured to us forever ; and we have 
been taught to be thankful to Divine Providence for the blessing, 
and to hold in honor the names of the great and good men, now gone 
to their rest, through whose pious labours and sacrifices it was ob- 
tained. But we now find ourselves deprived of this blessing by an 
interruption which has no limit, and the end of which, unless your 
venerable body shall declare it, no human foresight can predict. We 
had supposed that the rights and liberties of every member of our 
Church were secured by law, and not left dependent on the will of ar- 
bitrary and irresponsible power ; and we have rejoiced in the confi- 
dence which this security imparts. But we now find ourselves in a 
matter involving the rights and liberty of a Bishop of the Church, 
and the rights and welfare of a Diocese which numbers its clergy by 
hundreds and its communicants by thousands, thrown entirely on your 
mercy, suing for what we believe to be a simple act of justice, with- 
out a Canon to enforce our suit, and before a tribunal which may 
grant or refuse our prayer of its own mere pleasure, and on its re- 
sponsibility to God and its conscience alone. In this most extraor- 
dinary position, we have two sources of consolation. The first is, that 
of all our confederated Churches, the Church of New- York is alone 
in this state of dependence, and that all are now shielded, by express 
canonical provisions, from similar privations in future. The other is, 
that a power so dangerous and capable of abuse in unworthy hands, 
is, in the present instance, vested in the order of Bishops, and in mem« 
bers of that order who belong to the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
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the Uoited States of America. These considerations go far to recon- 
cile us to our position, because they assure us that the power at 
whose disposal we are placed, and whose interposition we invite, will 
be exercised in the spirit of wisdom and clemency, ^^ not for destruc- 
tion, but for salvation — not to hurt, but to help," and under a due 
sense of responsibility to the Great Shepherd and Bishop of Souls. 

In conclusion, we beg to assure you, Kight Reverend Fathers, of 
our sincere and fervent wishes for your health and prosperity in 
Christ Jesus our Lord.

Rev. and Dear Sir — Agreeably to instructions of the Bishops in 
Council, I have the honor to transmit to you the accompanying 
Report and Resolutions. The Resolutions were passed by the 
Bishops in Council, Friday, October llth, 1850.

The Committee, to whom was referred the papers relating to the 
Diocese of New-York, and the case of its suspended Bishop, beg 
leave respectfully to report : 

That they have had the same under consideration. These papers 

consist of a resolution, adopted by the Convention of New- York in 1849 ; 

' of a memorial, drawn up and adopted at a meeting of its Standing 

Committee, regularly convened in the city of New- York, September 

19th, 1850, soliciting a modification or remission of the sentence pro- 
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ooanced by theCobrt of Bishops npon the Rt. Rev. B. T. Onderdook ; 
and of two memorials, the one oumerotisly signed by iDdividiials, the 
other from the Rector, Wardens, and Vestry of St. George's Church, 
in the city of New- York ; both praying this body not to restore the 
suspended Bishop to the exercise of his Episcopal fnnctions, and ee- 
peciaily to the exercise of jurisdiction in the Diocese of New-York. 

In none of the memorials is immediate restoration asked for, nor is 
it implied that it is the general wish of the Diocese that the suspended 
Bishop should again become its active bead. On the contrary, it is 
distinctly intimated in the memorial of the Standing Committee, that 
the remission of the sentence might not be sufficient to enable the sus- 
pended Bishop to resume his visitations, but might necessarily be fol- 
lowed by. his abstaining |)ermaneotly from them, or by the resignation 
of his jurisdiction, to which repignation he has, in the opinion of your 
Committee, ever been competent ; and whatever doubts may have 
been entertained on this point by some others, must now be removed 
by the Canon passed at this session of the General Convention, making 
special provision for such a case. Still the Standing Committee argue, 
that a limitation of the penalty, by the designation of an early day on 
which the penalty shall cease, and be of no further force and effect, is 
the only measure of relief which is consistent with sound principles, or 
likely to afford full satisfaction. 

It will be remembered that, so far as the Diocese is concerned, an 
application for relief, from what was termed its anomalous position, 
was made to the General Convention of 1847, by the Diocesan Con- 
vention of New- York ; and that at the same session application was 
made by the Rt. Rev. B. T. Ooderdonk to the Bishops, praying that 
they would open the way for his personal relief from the sentence of 
suspension, under which he was laboring. 

In answer to the first of these applications, as well as out of regard 
to high considerations of duty and expediency, the General Convention 
of 1847 did enact three Canons, (known as Canons 2, 3, and 4, of the 
General Conventionof 1847,) which would compromise, it was under- 
stood, no important principle maintained by any of the parties in- 
terested, and which, if fairly tried, might be expected to afford to the 
Diocese sufficient relief from the difficulties under which it was thought 
to labor. 

To one of the most important of these Canons, (the 4th of 1847,) no 
reference is made in the argument of the Standing Committee ; there 
has been no attempt, it is believed, to secure the full care and jurisdic- 
tion of a Bishop, as provided for in its second section ; and the Canon 
itself is treated as if it had no existence. 

The Committee conceive, that before renewing its application for 
relief, the Diocese ought to have made trial of the means already pro- 
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▼ided, especially as they are means which were adopted on the basis 
of a fraternal compromise, and which were understood to have re- 
ceived the concurrence of the representatives of that Diocese at the 
time. 

If, however, additional legislation shall seem good to the wisdom of 
the General Convention now assembled, the individuals composing the 
Committee will cheerfully co-operate in their capacity as members of 
the House of Bishops. 

^. In regard to the suspended Bishop himself, it is sufficient to remark, 
that his case received the careful and anxious consideration of his 
Brethren, the Bishops of this Church, in 1847, It was then distinctly 
declared in the Report of the Committee, that in the absence of any 
proof or even allegation of his innocence, of any profession of peni- 
tence, and of any sufficient evidence that the penalty, under which he 
was suffering, was inconsistent with law or equity, a remission ought 
not to be expected, and could not be allowed. In all these respects, the 
position of his case remains unchanged. The Committee are there- 
fore at a loss to conceive on what grounds the Bishops could justify 
themselves in fixing any precise time at which the force and effect of 
the sentence should cease. No mere lapse of time can transform guilt 
into innocence, nor make him worthy to exercise the office of a Bishop 
in the Church of God, who, by the solemn sentence of its highest 
tribunal, has been once declared to be unworthy. 

The Committee, in conclusion, propose for adoption the following 
resolutions : — 

Resolved^ That the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New- 
York, and the other memorialists, have leave to withdraw their me- 
morials. 

Resolved, That a copy of this Report, and the accompanying reso- 
lutions, be transmitted by the Secretary of this House to the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese of New- York.

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THE ARCHBISHOP OP CANTERBURY'S LETTER. 

To the Acting Bishop in the Diocese of New- York : 

Lambeth, March 28, 1851. 

Right Rev. and Drar Brother, — I think it right to apprize you, 
that the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, 
having, through the goodness and favor of Almighty G-od, been per- 
mitted to complete a century and a half of Missionary labors, has 
resolved to commemorate, with thanksgiving and prayer, the close of 
its third Jubilee. The commemoration will commence on Monday, 
June 16, being the Anniversary of the signing of our Charter, with 
full Church Service. in Westminster Abbey; and on the following 
Sunday, June 22d, Sermons, appropriate to the occasion, will be 
preached in the principal London Churches. It is unnecessary for me 
to enter into further particulars, as they will be found in the accom- 
panying printed circular. The Society has good reason to expect, that 
what may be called its solemn Jubilee, will be o'bserved in all the 
Colonial Churches : but the occasion seems to justify the hope of a 
still more comprehensive union of prayer and praise. 

Bearing in mind the relation of our two countries, and the intimate 
connection which subsisted between the Society and many of the 
States during the greater part of the last century, I feel some confi- 
dence in proposing to you the joint celebration of a Jubilee, in which 
all the members of our Church must feel a common interest. I ven- 
ture, also, respectfully to submit, whether, in a time of controversy 
and division, the close communion which binds the Churches of Ame- 
rica and England in one, would not be strikingly manifested to the 
world, if every one of their Dioceses were to take part in comme- 
morating the foundation of the oldest Missionary Society of the Re- 
formed Church — a Society which, from its first small beginnings in 
New-England, has extended its operations into all parts of the world, 
from the Ganges to Lake Huron, and from New-Zealand to Labrador. 
Such a joint commemoration, besides manifesting the rapid growth and 
wide extension of our Church, would serve to keep alive and diffuse 
a Missionary spirit, and so be the means, under the Divine Blessing, 
of enlarging the borders of the Redeemer's kingdom. In submitting 
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to you this proposal, it can hardly be necessary to add, that we 
*' desire do gift," but only your Christian sympathy, and the Commu- 
nion of Prayer. If, however, the alms of your congregations be added 
to their prayers, we should rejoice to see them appropriated to the 
relief of the present needs of your own Church. It would be a great 
satisfaction to me to learn from you, at any moment of leisure, whether 
you have thought it expedient to take any step in this matter; and 
now, commending the whole subject to your serious consideration, and 
yourself to God's care and protection,

REPLY OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 

To his Grace ike Archbishop of Canterbury ; 

Most Reverend Sir, — The undersigned, representing, during the 
inability of its Bishop, the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese of 
New- York, have the honor to acknowledge your Grace's favor of 
March 28th, apprizing them that the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel has resolved to commemorate, with thanksgiving and 
prayer, the close of its third Jubilee, and proposing to this Diocese to 
unite in a joint celebration of the same by the Churches of England 
and America. 

To the Church of England, the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
these United States is indebted, under God, for her first foundation, 
and for a long continuance of nursing care and protection ; and next 
to the Church of England, our gratitude for these inestimable blessings 
is due to the Venerable Society, whose Jubilee it is now proposed to 
commemorate. Restrained by her dependence on the Crown, and 
by reasons of State policy, from planting the Church of Christ among 
us in its integrity, and so enabling us to have within our own borders a 
Succession of Pastors empowered to govern the Church and to ad- 
minister the Word and Sacraments, the Church of England, neverthe- 
less, excited the charity of her members in our behalf, and directed 
it, through the best channels in her power, to the Propagation of the 
Gospel in our land by means of Missionaries, and to the promotion of 
Christian knowledge. 

Of these agents, the most effective was the Venerable Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts. Tliis Society, as 
soon as it was organized, sent Presbyters among us who, with true 
missionary zeal, travelled far and wide, reviving the Church in some 
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places and coDfirmiag it in others, as far as comported with that order 
of the Christian Ministry to which they belonged. Men also, reared 
on our soil, and moved by the love of souls, to seek in the Mother Coun- 
try, at the hazard of their lives and with the certainty of privation 
and hardship, that authority to minister in holy things which they 
could not obtain at home, were, on their return, employed by this 
Society as settled Missionaries in their native land. The Church of 
these United States is the enduring monument of the labors of these 
Missionaries; the names of many of them are held in veneration 
among us ; and indissolnbly connected with their memoiy is that of 
the Venerable Society by whose wisdom and bounty they were di- 
rected and maintained in the exercise of their ministry, until the civil 
independence of the States placed them beyond the provision of the 
Society's charter, and led to the withdrawal of their support. 

The civil independence of the States, by putting an end to their 
ecclesiastical dependence, opened the way for us, as is known to 
your Grace, to obtain from the charity of the Scottish and English 
Bishops the Episcopacy, and in it the means of securing among our- 
selves, by God*s blessing, for all future time, a succession of divinely 
authorized Mmisters of the Word and Sacraments. Thenceforward 
that body of Christians which was before a part of the Church of 
England, became, as your Grace terms it, ** the Church of America.** 
It is our comfort, however, to know that these Churches, though in- 
dependent of each other, are yet, as our Lord designed that aU 
National Churches should be, in close communion and fellowship. 
The Church of England is dependent (saving always her fidelity to 
God for the sacred deposit committed to her trust) on the State which 
protects her ; while the Church of these United States is independent 
of the civil government under which she exists. Both Churches, how- 
ever, are founded on the same Faith, are knit together in the same 
Sacraments, and are governed agreeably to the same Word of God, 
by Bishops and Pastors who hold their authority — ^an authority which 
is supreme in spiritual things — immediately from the Divine Head of 
the Church. 

Impressed by these considerations, the undersigned, in behalf of the 
Diocese which for the time being they represeut, accede most cheer- 
fully to the proposal to unite with their brethren of the Church of 
England in the celebration of the approaching Jubilee. At all times a 
proposal of this nature would meet with a cordial response ; but espe- 
cially at a time like the present, when the Church of both countries 
is assailed, beyond all former precedent, by enemies of the most oppo- 
site descriptions, who conspire for her ruin, some from hostility to all 
Christian ordinances, and others from an insane desire to subject the

Bishops of all countries to the dominion of the Roman Pontiff, we 
feel it to be of the highest importance to embrace an occasion by which 
the close communion of our Churches will be, as your Grrace suggests, 
strikingly manifested to the world. And since, in the order of Provi- 
dence, we are not permitted to manifest our union by the interchange 
of Letters Dimissory on the part of our Bishops, as was done in the 
Primitive Church, nor by the mutual recognition of Synodical action, 
we embrace with the more gratitude the significant occasion afforded 
by the anniversary of a Society, which is defined, by its Charter, to 
have been instituted for the double purpose of furthering, on the one 
hand, *^ the administration of God*s Word and Sacraments' in opposi- 
tion '^to atheism and infidelity," and of bafdiog, on the other, the wiles 
of those who seek "to pervert and draw over" members of the Re- 
formed Church ** to Popish superstition and idolatry." 

The opening of the Jubilee year will accordingly be celebrated in 
Trinity Church, New- York, the Mother Church of the Diocese, on 
Monday, June 16, by Divine service, and a sermon, and the adminis- 
tration of the Holy Communion ; on which occasion the Clergy and 
Laity generally have been invited to attend. And we have also recom- 
mended, that, on the first Sunday after Trinity, June 22, or on the first 
Sunday thereafter which may be more convenient, appropriate ser- 
mons be preached in every Church in the Diocese, and a collection 
made, to be appropriated to the Oregon Mission, or some other branch 
of the Missions of the Church.

Resolved, That all papers in the case of the application of St. 
John's, Williamsburgh, be referred to a Special Committee. 

The Chair appointed Kon. Thomas J. Oakley, Rev. Evan 
M. Johnson, and Rev. Jacob W. Diller, said Committee. 

On raotiou of Rev. Dr. Schroeder, 

Resolved, That the House proceed to the special order of the 
day, viz. : the subject of the election of a Provisional Bishop. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Hill, 

Resolved, That the Convention proceed forthwith to deposit 
their ballots. 

The President having called upon the members to unite in 
devotional exercises, suitable to the solemnity of the occasion, 
the last three verses of the sixty-first selection from the Psalms 
in metre, were sung ; silence was kept for a space for secret 
prayer ; and appropriate Collects and Prayers from the Liturgy 
were said by the President. 

The President appointed as tellers, to receive and canvass 
the votes, the Rev. Dr. Higbee and Hon. Luther Bradish, John 
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W. Mitchell, Esq., for the Clergy ; and the Rev. Dr. Hawks, 
Rev. J. M. Ward, and Hon. John A. Dix, for the Laity. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Tyng, 

Resolved, That the balloting of the two orders proceed in 
two different parts of the house simultaneously, under the di- 
rection of the Secretary. 

The names of the Clergy were then called by the Assistant 
Secretary, and the names of the Parishes by the Secretary ; when 
the Clergy and Lay Delegates came forward and deposited their 
votes. 

Trinity Church, Windham, and Christ Church, North Brook- 
lyn, having asked each to be allowed two votes on the ground of 
having each a Chapel ; the request was, on motion, referred to 
the Committee on the Incorporation of Churches, to be reported 
on forthwith. 

The tellers retired to count the votes. 

The Special Committee, on the application of St. John's 
Church, Williamsburgh, for admission, made a report, and re- 
quested to be discharged from the further consideration of the 
subject, ^nd to refer it back to the Convention. 

On motion, the Committee were discharged. 

The question was taken on the admission of this Church, and 
St, John's Church, Williamsburgh, was admitted into union 
with the Convention. 

The Report of the Missionary Committee was then presented, 
and read, as follows :

The Missionary Committee of the Diocese respectfully Report, 
that they have bestowed their best endeavors in executing their 
trust. Believing that the missionary spirit betokens energetic life, 
and that missionary labors constitute the highest glory in the Church 
of Christ, they have entered upon their office with zeal, and have re-

joiced ID the saccess with which it has pleased the Lord of the har- 
vest to crowD the efforts of His laborers. 

The number of stations at the last Report was thirty-fire. These 
stations have been continued. 

The new stations added, are 10 ; making the present number of 
stations 45, and the number of missionaries 31. Missionaries have 
been appointed at new stations upon nominatiooB by the resident 
members of our Church ; while, in each organized parish, a nomina- 
tion by the Wardens and Vestrymen has been scrupulously demanded, 
and invariably confirmed. 

Your Committee are happy in reporting, that the offerings of the 
Churches in the Diocese have sufidced for the prompt and punctual 
payment of the missionary stipends, leaving besides the unprecedented 
surplus of §2,571 83 in their Treasury. But your Committee, in re- 
porting a surplus of unappropriated funds, ask forgiveness for this 
wrong, while they explain the anomaly, by acknowledging with grati- 
tude the munificent contribution of $3,222 98 from Trinity Church, 
New- York, at the Jubilee celebration of the Venerable Society for 
Propagating the Gospel. 

The Committee, desirous of augmenting the missionary stipend 
from $125 to $150, and thus restoring it to its original amount, were 
yet restrained by the consideration, that, under the peculiar circum- 
stances of the Diocese, their increasing the stipend to the missionaries 
might be misunderstood by jealous minds, or misrepresented by the 
prejudiced, and, therefore, their hearts were made subordinate to 
their judgment, and sympathy yielded to expediency. But your 
Committee beg to publish their intention to restore the amount of the 
missionary salary to $150 per annum, being confident of the glad ac- 
quiescence of the Convention, and being fully persuaded of the gene- 
rous co-operation of the members of the Church through contribu- 
tions, heavier and more general for the future. 

Your Committee have felt the need of a more accurate knowledge 
of the Diocese, both in arranging the proper junction of stations under 
one missionary, and in estimating the relative importance of those 
communities, which demanded the Church. Accordingly, they ap- 
pointed a sub- committee to compile a missionary map of the Diocese, 
to be accompanied by such statistical information as might be deemed 
necessary or interesting. 

The result of this resolve was eminently gratifying, and at the same 
time, most painfully humiliating; for, while the map shone with 
marks, where the Churches in this empire Diocese sparkled, it re- 
vealed, besides, a blank wilderness where the Church's light bad 
never penetrated, and her missionaries have not trod. 
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This map is a missionary argument to the eye. And while it is 
with satisfaction your Committee present it to the Convention, they 
ask their aid and prayers, to enable them to go forth and possess the 
land, as EmmanuePs heritage. 

The Committee acknowledge their special obligation to the Rev. J. 
F. Schroeder, D. D., by whose toil and skill this missionary chart was 
compiled and drawn, and at whose sole expense it has been published. 
They acknowledge also the gift, from Dr. Schroeder, of fifty copies 
of the chart for missionary uses. 

Your Committee append a tabular statement of the missionary 
stations, and the names of missionaries employed. They also subjoin 
the Treasurer's Report.

The Committee on Canons reported, recommending the adop- 
tion of the following Canon : 

OK THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 

Section I. — The Fund for the support of the Episcc^ate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the in- 
vestment thereof, shall be entrusted lo the Corporation entitled " The 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New- York," in- 
corporated by an act of the Legislature of the State of New-York, 
passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said Corporation shall 
be five in number, who shall be appointed by, and shall hold their 
office during the pleasure of the Convention ; and all vacancies occur* 
ring in their number shall be filled by the Convention. The said 
Trustees shall continue to keep the said Fund, as it is now kept, in two 
parts or portions ; one portion thereof to be called the Disposable 
Fund, and the other portion to be called the Accumulating Fund. 

Section II. — It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister hav- 
ing charge of a congregation in this Diocese, to cause an annual col- 
lection or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the 
fund for the support of the Episcopate : and in case of a vacant parish, 
this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The amount 
of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of the Trustees of the^ Episcopal Fund, and shall be reported by the 
Trustees to the Convention, at the next stated meeting thereof, after 
such collection or contribution shall have been made, and shall be en- 
tered on its journals. The moneys thus raised shall be added to that 
portion of the fund designated " The Accumulating Fund," which shall 
be kept by the Trustees in a regular course of accumulation, without 
diminution, until by such accumulation it shall amount to such sum as, 
being added to the Disposable Fund, the whole shall amount to at least 
one hundred thousand dollars, or until the Convention shall, by Canon, 
otherwise direct. The interest or income of the Disposable Fund shall 
be subject to the order and direction of the Convention. 

Section III. — All moneys belonging to the said Fund shall be loaned 
by the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stock 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New- 
York, at their discretion ; and all securities and investments shall be 
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taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they shall 
have power from time to time to change such investments. A state- 
ment, exhibiting the condition of tbe said Fund aod securities, together 
with all receipts and disbursemeuts, shall be reported to the Conven- 
tion at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, or a 
majority of them. 

Section IV.— The former *♦ Canon XIII. of the Episcopal Fund" 
is hereby repealed.

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH

Aw adopted October 11, 1796; and amended October 17, 1827; October^, 
1834; October 4, 1839 ; September 29, 1843 ; and September 26, 1850. 



ARTICLE I. 

Therb shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese, on the last Wednesday in September in 
each year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop 
for the time being ; or in case of his inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the 
event of the prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other 
sufficient cause, occurring after the designation of the place of 
4he meeting of the Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case 
of bis inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the 
Standing Committee may appoint another place for the meeting 
of the Convention. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions 

when he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church, and 

1 



O CONSTITUTION, 

shall do so when applied to for that purpose, by the Standing 
Committee ; and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the 
Standing Committee shall have power to call a Special Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers, 
being regularly admitted and settled in some Church within 
this Diocese which is in union with this Convention ; and of 
Lay Members, consisting of not exceeding three Delegates from 
each Church, to be chosen by the Vestry or Congregation : and 
Clergymen employed as Missionaries under the direction of this 
Convention, and Clergymen engaged as Professors or Instructors 
of youth in any College, Academy, or general Seminary of 
Learning, duly incorporated, may be members of the Conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a ser- 
mon ; and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in 
case of his inability to act, or a vacancy of the Episcopate, by 
the Standing Committee. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Bishop shall preside in the Convention ; but in case of 
a vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a 
President from among the Clergy. 

ARTICLE VL 

A Secretary shall be chosen upon the assembling of the 
Annual Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall 
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CONSTITUTION. 7 

remain in office until the meeting of the next Convention. His 
duty shall be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve 
their journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, 
and faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books 
and papers relative to the concerns of the Convention which 
may be in his possession. It shall also be his duty to give due 
notice to each Minister and Vestry of the time and place ap- 
pointed for the meeting of the succeeding Convention. 

ARTICLE VII. 

In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body ; and in voting, 
the Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by congrega- 
tions; and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be 
united under one Vestry, the Delegate or Delegates of such 
Vestry shall be entitled to a vote for each Church or Chapel ; 
and a majority of votes of the two orders jointly shall be deci- 
sive ; but if in any case it be required by five votes, the two 
orders shall vote separately in the manner aforesaid, and the 
concurrence of a majority of each order shall be necessary to 
constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the two 
orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows : A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing 
and considered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall 
lie over to the next Convention ; and, if again approved of in 
such next Convention, by a majority of the two orders voting 
thereon separately, the change shall take place, and ,the Consti- 
tution so altered shall be valid and obligatory.

C ANON I. 

A List to be Made of Ministers in the Diocese, 

Sec. 1. Within one week before the meeting of every Con- 
vention of this Diocese, the Bishop shall prepare, or cause to be 
prepared, a list of all the Ministers of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, canonical ly resident in this Diocese, annexing the names 
of their respective Cures, or Parishes, or Stations as Missionaries, 
or of the Colleges, Academies, or other Seminaries of Learning, 
in which they are engaged ; or in regard to those who are not 
engaged in Parishes, Missions, or Institutions of Learning as 
above, their places of residence only : but no clergyman, while 
suspended from the ministry, shall have a p ace on the said list. 
And such list shall be laid before the Convention on the first day 
of meeting, and be prefixed to the Journal. 

Sec« 2. The right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to a seat 
in the Convention, shall, if disputed, be determined according 
to the provisions of the third article of the Constitution, by the 
Convention itself; whether his name be inserted in the list afore- 
said, or omitted. 
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CANON II. 

Of the Members of the Convention, and the Evidence of their 

Rights to Seats, 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Bishop, or in case there 
be no Bishop, or of his inability or disability to act, then of the 
Standing Committee of the Diocese, to prepare and submit to 
the Convention, at its next session, a list of all the qualified 
Ministers of this Church, who at the time of the passage of this 
Canon, are regularly admitted and settled in some Church within 
this Diocese which is in union with this Convention, specifying 
the names of the several Churches in which they are admitted or 
settled, which list shall be authenticated by the Bishop or Stand- 
ing Committee ; and after having been submitted to the Conven- 
tion, — which may correct the same if inaccurate, in any 
particular, — shall be recorded by the Secretary of the Conven- 
tion, in a book to be provided by him, and kept in accordance 
with the 2d Section of Canon XXX. of the General Convention 
of 1832. 

And it is hereby declared, that in all cases, hereafter arising, 
of a contested right to a seat in the Convention, of any minister, 
claiming by virtue of any settlement or admission prior to the 
passage of this Canon, the said list or record shall be taken as 
presumptive evidence of the right of those whose names shall 
appear thereon, and of the right of none others — liable, how- 
ever, to be rebutted by other evidence satisfactory to the Con- 
vention. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in the 
book mentioned in the preceding Section, all certificates that 
shall be transmitted to him, in accordance with the said 2d Sec- 
tion of Canon XXX. of the General Convention of 1832. And 
in case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish 
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in this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of 
settlement shall consist in the said record ; or in the producticm 
to the CoDvention of the certificate required by the said Canon, 
together with a certificate of the Bishop, or of the Standing 
ConnnQittee, of his or their being satisfied that the person so 
chosenis a qaalified Minister of this Church. Which certificates, 
if not previously recorded, shall thereupon be recorded by the 
Secretary in the aforesaid book. 

Sec. 3. Every Minister who may be received into this 
Diocese after the passage of this Canon, shall procure from the 
Bishop, or in case of his disability or inability to act, from a 
majority of the Clerical Members of the Standing Committee, 
duly convened, a certificate that he has been received into this 
Diocese, in compliance with the Canon of the General Conven- 
tion. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall cau^e such certificate to be recorded by the 
Secretary of the Convention in the book mentioned in the 
preceding sections. And in case of the contested right to a seat 
in the Convention of any Minister who may be received into 
this diocese after the adoption of this Canon, the production of 
such record, or of such certificate, shall be presumptive evidence 
of regular admission — which certificate, if not previously re- 
corded, shall thereupon be recorded by the Secretary in the said 
book. 

Sec. 4. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Con- 
vention, of a Clergyman claiming such right, by virtue of his 
being employed as a Missionary under the direction of this 
Convention, the evidence of such employment shall consist in 
the written certificate of the Bishop : or, in case of a vacancy 
of the Episcopate, or of the- inability or disability of the Bishop, 
in the written certificate of the Chairman of the Missionary 
Committee of the Diocese. 
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Sec. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, of a Gergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being 
engaged as a Professor or Instructor of youth in a College, 
Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, 
the evidence of his connection with such College, Academy, or 
Seminary, shall consist in the written certificate of the President 
or Secretary of such Corporation, that he is so employed. 

Sec. 6. The appointment of Lay Delegates to the Conven- 
tion, if they be chosen by the Vestry of any Church, shall be 
made at a regular meeting of such Vestry, held according to 
law ; if they be chosen by the Congregation, the like notice of 
the time and place of holding the election shall be previously 
given, and the electors must have the like legal qualifications, 
and the election shall be conducted in the like manner, as pre- 
scribed by laws for the election of Wardens and Vestrymen of 
the Parishes respectively in which they are held. 

The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate, if made 
by the Vestry, shall consist in a written certificate, signed both 
by the Rector of the Church, if there be one : or, if there be no 
Rector, then by the Warden who presides at the meeting at 
which such Delegate is appointed, and by the Clerk of the Ves- 
try. If the appointment be made by the Congregation, the evi- 
dence of such appointment shall consist in a certificate signed 
by the same persons, who are required by law to certify or attest 
the election of Wardens and Vestrymen in the respective Pa- 
rishes. Every certificate of the appointment of a Lay Delegate, 
shall show upon its face that the appointment has been made in 
pursuance of all the requirements of this Section, and shall cer- 
tify that the Delegate has the qualifications required by the 
Third Article of the Constitution, and by the next succeeding 
section of this Canon. And no other certificate or evidence of 
the appointment of any Lay Delegate, than such as herein is 
required, shall be allowed or received. 
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Sec. 7. No Lay Delegate shall be entitled to a seat in the 
Convention, unless be be entitled to vote for Wardens and Ves- 
trymen of the Church which he is appointed to represent. 

Sec. 8. A copy of the sixth and seventh sections of this 
Canon shall be annually transmitted by the Secretary of the 
Convention, together with a blank printed form of certificate of 
appointment of Lay Delegates, to every Church in this Diocese 
in union with the Convention, in the same manner with the 
notice, which by the Constitution he is or may be required to 
give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the suc- 
ceeding Convention. 

Sec. 9. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled 
to vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thiriy 
congregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of busi- 
ness — except that a smaller number may adjourn from day to 
day. 

Sec 10. The lid. Canon, entitled " Of the Members of the 
Convention,** is hereby repealed. 



C ANO N III. 

Of the Call of the Convention, 

Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode 
of giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an 
advertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by 
the Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or 
Church journals printed in the Diocese of New- York. When- 
ever, under the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Conven- 
tion is called for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary, in the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 
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CANON TV. 

Of the Admission of a Church into Union with the Church in this 

Diocese. 

Sec. 1. To entitle a Church to admission into union with 
the Church in this Diocese, it shall be required that the Vestry 
submit to the Convention, or to a Committee appointed by its 
authority, the certificate of incorporation, duly recorded, or a 
copy thereof, certified by the Clerk of the county. 

Sec. 2. Every incorporated Church applying for admission 
into union with the Convention of this Diocese, shall also pro- 
duce to the Convention a certificate of the Bishop, or in case of 
his absence, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, of the major part 
of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of the incor- 
poration of such Church. 



CANON V. 

Of the Secretary of the Convention. 

Sec. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concern- 
ing the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be 
chosen by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, 
and shall continue in office until a new election is made. 

Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to 
the Secretary of the last house of Clerical and Lay Deputies in 
the General Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan 
Convention, a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall 
request the last to send copies of their respective Journals in 
exchange. 

Sec. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, 
in addition to the documents mentioned in the third Section of 
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the Vllth Canon of the General Convention of 1835,* a certi- 
ficate to be signed by himself, containing a list of the Clergymen 
in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or secured to be 
paid (distinguishing them) to the Generil Theological Seminary ; 
together with the nomination of Trustees of that Seminary ; and 
also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical and Lay 
Deputies. 

Sec. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the 
third Section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan 
Fund. 

Sec. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of 
Secretary of the Convenlion, the duties thereof shall devolve 
upon the Assistant Secretary, if there be one ; if not, upon the 
Secretary of the Standing Committee. 



CANON VI. 

Of the Treasurer of the Convention, 

Sec. 1. At every stated Convention, there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is ap- 
pointed. It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys 
collected under the authority of the Convention, and of which 
the collection and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 

Sec. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 

Sec. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it 
shall be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing 
Committee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act 
until an appointment is made by the Convention.

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CANON VII. 

Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 

Whereas, by the XXIXth Canon of the General Convention, 
of 1832, it is made the duty of each Clergyman of this Church to 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, 
Marriages, and Funerals within his Cure; agreeably to such rules 
as may be provided by the Convention of the Diocese where his 
Cure lies : — it is hereby ordered, that, 

Sec. 1. The Record shall specify the name, and time of the 
birth, of the child baptized, with the names of the parents and 
sponsors ; the name of the adult baptized ; the names of the par- 
ties married ; the names of the persons buried ; and also the time 
when each rite was performed. These Registers shall be kept 
by the Minister in a book to be provided for that purpose, be- 
longing to the Vestry of each Church ; which book shall be the 
Parish Register, and shall be preserved by the Vestry as a part 
of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure 
as nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall also keep a list of 
the families and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable ; 
and also an accurate list of the persons confirmed from time to 
time by the Bishop. 

Sec. 2. And whereas, by the Vllth Canon of the General 
Convention of 1835,* every Minister of this Church shall present, 
or cause to be delivered, on or before the first day of every an- 
nual Convention, to the Bishop of the Diocese, or when there is 
no Bishop, to the President of the Convention, a statement of 
the number of Baptisms, Confirmations, and Funerals; and of the 
number of Communicants in his Parish or Church, and of all

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Other matters that may throw light on the state of the same : and 
it is hereby further ordered, that in reporting the number of 
Communicants, he shall distinguish the additions, removals, and 
deaths, since the last report. 

Sec. 3. — In every case where a parish is destitute of a minis- 
ter, the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by 
some person appointed by the Vestry for that purpose ; and the 
annual parochial reports shall be presented or forwarded to the 
Bishop by the Wardens of the parish. 



CANON VIII. 

Of preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 

Whereas, by the fifth Section of Canon VII. of the Gene* 
ral Convention of 1835,* '4t is recommended that the Ecclesias* 
tical Authority of the Church in every Diocese prepare a con- 
densed report and a tabular view of the State of the Church in 
their Diocese, previously to the meeting of every General Con- 
vention, for the purpose of aiding the Committee on the State of 
the Church, appointed by the House of Clerical and Lay Depu- 
ties, in drafting their report f therefore a Committee of the Con- 
vention of this Diocese shall be appointed at the stated meeting of 
the same, next before every stated meeting of the General Con- 
vention, to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the State of 
the Church in this Diocese, and a list of the Clergy, to be pre- 
sented to the General Convention.

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CANON IX. 

Of Deputies to the General Conventitm. 

Sec. 1. The Convention shall, at each regular annual meet- 
ing next preceding a stated meeting of the General Convention, 
elect, by the concurrent ballot of the Clerical and Lay members, 
four Clergymen and four Laymen, to act as Deputies from this 
Diocese to the General Convention. Tt shall also, in like man- 
ner, elect four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional De- 
puties, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Depu- 
ties and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations 
until successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Pro- 
visional Deputies, for any General Convention which may be 
held during their continuance in office. 

Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal 
from the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or 
Provisional Deputies, between the stated times of election, the 
vacancy shall be supplied by any Convention, during or prior to 
which such vacancy shall occur. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect, to signify 
to the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the Gene- 
ral Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their 
intention to perform its duties : in default of which, the Bishop 
shall designate from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as 
may be necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full repre- 
sentation of the Diocese. And the Bishop shall, in like manner, 
designate from the same list of Provisional Deputies, one or 
more, as the case may be, to supply any deficiency in the repre- 
sentation of this Diocese which may in any way occur. And 
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• 

the person or persons so designated by the Bishop, being fur- 
nished with his certificate thereof, shall have all the power and 
authority of Deputies duly elected by the Convention. 

Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the ina- 
bility of the Bishop to act^ the power conferred upon the Bishop 
by this Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 



CANON X. 

Of the Standing Committee, 

Whereas, by Canon IV. of the General Convention of 1832, 
it is required that there shall be a Standing Committee to be 
appointed by the Convention in each Diocese, whose duties, 
except so far as provided for by the Canons of the General Con- 
vention, may be prescribed by the Canons of the respective 
Dioceses; therefore, in addition to the Canons of the General 
Convention touching Standing Committees, it is hereby declared 
that the Standing Committee in the Diocese of New-York shall 
be constituted in the manner, and perform the duties, herein- 
after prescribed. 

Sec. 1. At every stated Convention an election of a Stand- 
ing Committee shall be made ; which Committee shall consist 
of four of the Clergy and four of the Laity, to be chosen by 
ballot, and by the concurrent vote of the members of each 
order. Vacancies in said Committee, occurring by death or 
otherwise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Cleri- 
cal members and Lay members of the Committee. 

Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or the ina- 
bility or disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be 
performed by the Bishop in matters of discipline, shall be per- 
formed by the Standing Committee, except in those cases where 
such powers and duties are or may be specially delegated to, or 
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enjoined upon the Clerical Members of said Committee; in 
which cases, such powers and duties shall be exercised by said 
Clerical Members alone; provided that no sentence shall be pro* 
nounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 

Sec. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment 
of a Clergyman, shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, 
and for that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to 
their Secretary. 

Sec. 4. Should a stated Convention, from any cause, not be 
held at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be 
held, but no election be made pursuant to Section 1 of this 
Canon, then the last Standing Committee elected shall continue 
to perform the duties of the office until a new election takes 
place. 

CANON XI. 
Of Vacant Parishes^ 

Sec. 1. Whenever a parish becomes vacant, it shall be the 
duty of the Vestry to give immediate notice thereof to the 
Bishop. 

Sec. 2. The Bishop shall appoint those of the Clergy in the 
Diocese who can with most convenience discharge the duty, to 
supply such vacant parishes as have been reported to him, at 
such times as may be deemed convenient and proper. And at 
every Convention, the Clergy so appointed shall be called on for 
an account of the fulfillment of the duty, and to make a full 
report concerning the state of the parishes which they have 
visited. It shall be the duty of such vacant parishes thus sup- 
plied, to defray all the expenses incident to such occasional 
services. 
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CANON XII, 

Concerning Elections. 

Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, may be 
dispensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. And 
when an election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each 
order shall be necessary to a valid election. 



CANON XIII. 
Of the Episcopal Fund, 

Sec. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be here- 
afler contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing 
from the investment thereof, shall be entrusted to the Corporation 
entitled '* The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese 
of New-York," incorporated by an act of the Legislature of the 
Slate of New- York, passed May 14th, 1845. The Trustees 
composing said Corporation shall be five in number, who shall be 
appointed by, and shall hold their offices during the pleasure of, 
the Convention ; and all vacancies occurring in their number 
shall be filled up by the Convention. The said Trustees shall 
continue to keep the said fund as it is now kept in two parts or 
portions ; one portion thereof to be called the Disposable Fund, 
and the other portion to be called the Accumulating Fund. 

Sec. 2, It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister 
having charge of a congregation in this Diocese, to cause an an- 
nual collection or contribution to be made by said congregation 
in aid of the fund for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the 
case of a vacant parish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens 
and Vestrymen. The amount of each annual collection or con- 
tribution shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Trustees of the 
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Episcopal Fund, and shall be reported by the Trustees to the 
Cbuvention, at the next stated meeting thereof, after such col- 
lection or contribution shall have been made, and shall be entered 
on its journals. The moneys thus raised shall be added to that 
portion of the fund designated " the Accumulating Fund/' which 
shall be kept by the Trustees in a regular course of accumula- 
tion, without diminution, until by such accumulation it shall 
amount to such sum as, being added to the Disposable Fund, the 
whole shall amount to at least one hundred thousand dollars, or 
until the Convention shall otherwise direct. The interest or in- 
come of the Disposable Fund shall be subject to the order and 
direction of the Convention. 

Sec. 3. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be 
loaned by the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or in- 
vested in stock of the United States, or of any of the States, or 
of the City of New-York, at their discretion ; and all securi- 
ties and investments shall be taken or made in their corporate 
name above mentioned, and they shall have power, from time to 
time, to change such investments. A statement, exhibiting the 
condition of the said fund and securities, together with all re- 
ceipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the Convention at 
every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, or a ma- 
jority of^ them. 

Sec. 4. The former Canon XIII. " Of the Episcopal Fund," 
is hereby repealed. 
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CANON XIV. 

Of the Diocesan Fund, 

Sec. L Whereas it is indispensable to provide a fund for de- 
fraying the necessary e^fpenses of the Convention, and particularly 
the expenses of those of the Clergy who may have to travel from 
a distance to the Convention ; it is hereby required of every 
congregation in this Diocese to pay to the Treasurer of the 
Convention, on or before the day of its annual meeting, a con- 
tribution of not less than one and a half per cent, on the 
amount of the salary of its Clergyman. Which fund shall from 
time to time be appropriated in part by a Committee of the 
Convention to the purposes above mentioned. 

Sec. 2. And whereas, by Canon X. of the General Con- 
vention of 1838,* it is made the duty of the several Diocesan 
Conventions to forward to the Treasurer of the General Con- 
vention, at each meeting of the sstme, seventy-live centst for 
each Clergyman within the Diocese, for the purpose of defraying 
the contingent expenses of the said Convention ; therefore, it 
shall be the duty of the Committee appointed to appropriate the 
moneys paid in to the Diocesan Fund, to retain annually ontof 
such moneys, twenty-five cents for each Clergyman in this 
Diocese. The moneys thus arising shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of the Convention, to be by him paid over to the Treasurer of 
the General Convention at each meeting of the same.

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CANON XV. 

Of Diocesan Missions, Theological Education, and Contribu' 

tions for other Church Objects* 

Whereas the Con?ention having hitherto approved the objects 
of the Education and Missionary Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the State of New- York, and having also 
approved its Constitution ; as also those of the New- York Pro- 
testant Episcopal City Mission Society ; and whereas the said 
Education and Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the State of New-York has resigned its trust and 
powers into the hands of this Convention, and the same having 
been accepted, the Society thereby has ceased to exist, and it is 
therefore necessary to make . some provision for the future 
support of Missionaries and Theological Education in the 
Diocese ; therefore it is hereby declared : 

Sec. 1. That the Missionary operations of this Diocese shall 
hereafter be conducted by a Committee of the Convention, to be 
appointed as hereinafter to be provided for ; and that the subject 
of Education shall be confided to the incorporated '' Society 
for Promoting Religion and Learning in the State of New- 
York." 

Sec. 2. (1) At each Annual Meeting of the Convention, ten 
persons, members of the Church within the Diocese, one half of 
whom shall be Clergymen, and the other half Laymen, shall be 
chosen by ballot ; who, with the Bishop or Bishops of the 
Diocese, shall compose a Board to be called, " The Missionary 
Committee of the Diocese of New-York," who, as agents of the 
Convention, shall have the distribution of all funds which may 
be raised for the support of Missionaries in this Diocese out of 
the city of New-York. 
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(2) Of the Committee thus chosen, the Bishop shall be ex- 
officio president, and he shall have the sole power of nominating 
Missionaries for appointment by the Committee ; and the Com- 
mittee shall have power to elect from its own members, a chair- 
man pro tern, in the absence of the Bishop, and to make its own 
by-laws, to appoint its own Treasurer and Secretary, to fill vacan- 
eies occurring in its own body during the recess of the Conven- 
tion ; and to do all such other acts, under the authority of the 
Convention, as may be needful to carry out the missionary trust 
hereby reposed in it. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or 
of the inability or disability of the Bishop to act, any member 
of the Committee shall have the right to nominate. 

(3) It shall be the duty of this Committee to make an annual 
report of its proceedings to the Convention, containing the 
names of the stations and missionaries, a statement of its annual 
receipts and expenditures, of the Churches contributing, and of 
the sums contributed, and whatever else it may be deemed ad- 
visable to bring before the Convention in furtherance of the trust 
hereby confided to said Committee. 

Sec. 3. The business of distributing all funds that may be 
raised under this Canon for the educating of young men for holy 
orders, is hereby committed to the incorporated society, styled 
" The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New- York," which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention, of the application of all moneys 
paid into its treasary under the provisions of this Canon, or by 
the Treasurer of the Convention from any source. 

Sec. 4. (i) In every parish of the Diocese, provision shall 
be made for at least monthly Church offerings, by collection or 
otherwise, for Theological Education, Diocesan Missions, and 
other Church objects, it being the duty of the Clergyman to give 
due notice to the congregation of the time and object of such 
offerings or collections, and also to call their attention to the im- 
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portance and claims of the respective objects to which the ofTer- 
ings are to be applied. 

(2) The amount of these Chnrch offerings or collections, wiUi 
the exception of sach portions, not exceeding one fourth, as may 
be retained by decision of the Rector and Wardens for parochial 
and other purposes, shall be forwarded by the Rector or Minister, 
as oflen as conveniently may be, but at least once in six months, 
to the Treasurer of the Convention, specifying the objects to 
which the same shall be applied, or sent directly to the Treasurers 
respectively of the various' funds for which they are destined. 
The amount and destination of all such contributions to form a 
distinct item in the Annual Parochial Report. 

(3) This Canon, so far as it relates to the prescribed form of 
Church offerings, shall not be deemed imperative on any parish 
that has another system for its contributions. 

(4) So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Churches within the city of New- York, it is hereby declared that 
the New-York City Mission Society, and the New-York 
Protestant Episcopal Church Mssionary Society for Seamen in 
the City and Port of New- York, are to be reckoned among the 
Church charities for which provision is to be made, so that each 
Congregation in the city of New-York shall make an annual 
contribution to one of these Societies. 

Sec. 5. The former Canon No. XV. is hereby repealed. 



CANON XVI. 

Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, 

Sec. 1. A collection shall be made annually in every Con- 
gregation in this diocese, to be applied in relief of Clergymen 
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disabled bj age or di$ea8e; said collections to be made on the 
annual Thanksgiving Daj, or the Sunday neit before, or next 
following. 

Sec. 2. Three Lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by 
the Convention, who, with the Bishop and the Treasurer of the 
Convention, shall constitute a Board, to be called. The Trustees 
of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, and whose duty it 
shall be to receive applications for relief, and to apply it on the 
principles and subject to the limitations indicated in the report of 
the Special Committee, made to the Annual Convention of 1841 ; 
and subject also to such further rules and regulations as said 
Trustees, with the approbation of this Convention, shall from 
time to time adopt. 

Sbc. 3. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above- 
named three Lay Trustees, by death, resignation , or otherwise, 
during the recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the re- 
maining Trustees. 

Sbc. 4. AH contributions or donations to this object shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the Convention ; and funds 
not wanted for current use, shall be invested and held in trust by 
the Trustees appointed by the Convention. 



CANON XVII. 

Of the Tried of a Clergyman not being a Bishop, 

Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become *' liable to presentment and trial" under 
the provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Con- 
vention, the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as 
follows, viz. : 
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Sko. 1. The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, ad- 
dressed to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of 
which the accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable cer- 
tainty as to time, place, and circumstances. Such presentment 
may be made by the major part in number of the members of the 
Vestry of any Church of which the accused is a Minister, or by 
any three Presbyters of this Diocese entitled to seats in the Con- 
Yention, or as hereinafler mentioned. Whenever from public 
rumor, or otherwise, the Bishop shall have reason to believe that 
any Clergyman is under the imputation of having been guilty of 
any offence or misconduct, for which he is liable to be tried, 
and that the interest of the Church requires an investigation, it 
shall be his duty to appoint five persons, of whom three at least 
shall be Presbyters, to examine the case; a majority of whom 
may make such examination : and if there is in their opinion 
sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the Clergyman 
accordingly. 

Sec. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not ap- 
pear to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; 
or if it allege facts, some of which do, and some of which do not 
constitute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the 
residue, or he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be 
allowed in whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it 
to be served on the accused ; and shall also nominate twelve 
Presbyters of this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, 
and not being parties to the presentment, and cause a list of 
their names to be served on the accused, who shall, within 
thirty days afler such service, select five of them, and notify their 
names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he shall not give such 
notification to the Bishop within the said thirty days, the Bishop 
shall select five, and the presbyters so selected shall form a Board 
for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such time and 
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place ss the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to adjourn 
from time to time, and from place to place, (but always within 
this diocese,) as they shall think necessary. 

Sec. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their 
first meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such 
meeting, on the accused, and also on one of the persons making 
the presentment. 

Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, 
then those who do attend may adjourn from time to time ; and if, 
after one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them im 
probable that the whole number will attend within a reasonable 
time, then those who do attend, not being less than three, shall 
constitute the Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of 
them shall decide all questions. 

Sbc. 5. If a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of 
the facts alleged in the presentment, it shall^be the duty of the 
Bishop to proceed to pass sentence ; and if he shall not confess 
them before the appointment df a Board for his trial, as before 
mentioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 

Sec. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due 
notice, shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters ap- 
pointed for his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he 
were present, unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn 
till another day. 

Sec. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall 
hear such evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be 
reduced to writing and signed by the witnesses respectively ; 
and some officer authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at 
the desire of either party, be requested to administer an oath or 
affirmation to the witnesses, that they will testify the truth, the 
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whole truth, and nothing but the truth, concerning the fads 
charged in the presentment. If on or during the trial, the ao« 
cused shall confess the truth of the charges as stated in the 
presentment, the Board may dispense with hearing further 
evidence, and may proceed at once to state their opinion to the 
Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be pronounced. 

Sec. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any 
material witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop 
may appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such 
witness. Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a 
Layman, and the party so applying, shall give to the other at least 
six days' notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. 
And if the person on whom the notice shall be served, shall 
reside more than forty miles from the place of examination, an 
additional day's notice shall be given for every additional twenty 
miles of the said distance. And both parties may attend and 
examine the witness, and the questions and answers shall be 
reduced to writing and signed by the witness, and shall be cer- 
tified by the Commissary, and enclosed under his seal, and trans- 
mitted to the Board, and shall be received by them as evidence* 
A witness examined before such Commissary, may be sworn or 
affirmed in manner aforesaid. 

See. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare in' a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges respectively, and also stating the sen- 
tence which in their opinion should be pronounced; and a copy 
of such decision shall be without delay communicated to the ac- 
cused ; and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall 
be delivered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical 
sentence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same 
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shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence, the Bishop shall summon the accused and any three or 
more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his opinion 
foe most convenient, in some church to be designated by him, 
which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all persons 
who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters 
shall be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be con- 
ducted as before mentioned. 

Sec. 10. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon, 
may be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed 
for the purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such 
service shall be evidence thereof. In case of service by any 
other person, the facts shall be proved by the affidavit of such 
person. A written notice or paper delivered to a party, or left 
at his last place of residence, shall be deemed a sufficient service 
of such notice or paper. 

Sec. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing 
by counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not 
otherwise, those who present shall have also the like privilege.

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CANON XIX. 

Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 

No proposed alteration of; or addition to, the Canons, shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day's 
previous notice be given thereof in open Convention ; nor, 
unless by unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition 
shall have been referred to, and reported upon, by a Committee 
of at least two Presbyters and two Laymen. Nor shall such 
alteration or addition be adopted, during the same Convention, 
if two-thirds of the votes of both orders, taken separately, shall 
not concur therein ; but in such case, the same, (unless nega- 
tived by a majority of the members present,) shall lie over for 
consideration until the next annual meeting of the Convention. 



CANON XX. 

Repealing former Canons, 
All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed.

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DIRECTIONS 

VOR PERSONS DESIROUS TO BECOME CANDIDATES FOR HOLT ORDERS, 
AND POR THOSE DESIRING ORDINATION AS DEACONS AND PRIESTS. 

I. SDirectiono 

Mr those vrishing to become Candidates for Holy Orders. 

[Canon VI. Gen. Conv. , 1 847. ] 

A person wishing to become a Caadidate for Holy Orders, must, in 
the first instance, give notice of his intention to the Bishop, or, if there 
be no Bishop, to the Standing Committee of the Diocese ; in which 
Dotice he shall declare whether he has ever applied for admission as a 
Candidate in any other Diocese. 

He is then to apply to the Standing Committee for their recom- 
mendation of him to the Bishop, to be admitted as a Candidate for 
Orders. To enable the Committee to act, he must lay before them-— 

1. Evidence of his having made his intention known to the Bishop. 

2. A certificate to the following effect, unless the Standing Committee 
can certify the same facts of their own knowledge : 

*• To the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New- York* 

(Date.) 

** We, the subscribers, from a satisfactory knowledge of the charac- 
ter of A. B., do hereby testify our belief that he is pious, sober, and 
honest ; that he is attached to the doctrines, discipline, and worship of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and a communicant of the same; 
and, in our opinion, possesses such qualifications as will render bim 
apt and meet to exercise the ministry to the glory of God, and the 
edifying of the Church.*'

%* [The aboTO certificate Bhonld be signed by one PreabyteTi and at least foor 
respectable Laymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

It is not absolutely essential that the signers should have a personal acquaintance 
with the applicant ; but they may act upon such knowledge of his character from 
odier sources as is satisfactory to them.] 

3. A, satisfactory diploma, or other satisfactory evidence, that he is 
a graduate of some University or College ; or a certificate from two 
Presbyters appointed by the Bishop, or, where there is do Bishop, 
the clerical members of the Standing Committee, to examine him, of 
his having satisfactorily sustained an examination in Natural Philo- 
sophy, Moral Philosophy, and Rhetoric, and in the Greek Testament 
and Latin tongue. 

The Standing Committee may then sign a testimonial in behalf of 
the Candidate, which he must produce to the Bishop, who may 
thereon admit him as a Candidate for Orders; in which station he 
must remain three years before his ordination, unless the Bishop, 
with the consent of the Standing Committee, shall deem it expedient 
to ordain him after the expiration of a shorter period, not less than one 
year.* 

When the person applying to be admitted a Candidate, wishes the 
knowledge of the Latin and Greek languages, and other branches of 
learning not strictly ecclesiastical, to be dispensed with, he must, in- 
stead of the above-mentioned diploma or certificate, lay before the 
Standing Committee a testimonial, signed by at least two Presbyters 
of the Church, stating, that, in their opinion, he possesses extraordinary 
strength of natural understanding, a peculiar aptitude to teach, and a 
large share of prudence ; with proper evidence that the Bishop, with 



* The Canon contains also the following provisions, which, however, have no rela- 
tion to the testimonials. 

With this enumeration of qualifications, it ought to be made known to the Candi* 
date, that the Church expects of him — what can never be brought to l^e test of any 
outward standard — an inward fear and worship of Almiohtt God ; a love of religion, 
and sensibility to its holy influence ; a habit of devout affection; and, xa short, a cul- 
tivation of all those graces which are called in Scripture the finits of the Spirit, and 
by which alone His sacred influence can be manifested. 

If a Candidate shall not, vntbin three years afl;er his admission, apply for his first 
and second examinations, or within five years, his third examination, except, for 
causes seeming good to the Bishop, he shall in either case cease to be a Candidate. 

Any person desirous to become a Candidate for Holy Orders, must apply to the 
Bishop or Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese in which he resides, unless they 
shall consent that the application be meide in some other Diocese. 

Candidates are not to change their canonical residence, but for bona fide causes, 
requiring the same, and to be judged of by the Bishop or B^eclesiaBltical Authorilgr*

the consent of the Standlog Committee, has granted such dispensation. 
The Canons provide that this dispensation shall not be granted to any 
pereoD under twenty-seven years of age, and that no person shall be or- 
dained under such dispensation until he shall have attained thirty years

Ihr Candidates for Holy Orders wishing to he ordained Deacons,* 

[Canon XV. Gen. Conv., 1832.] 

A Candidate for Holy Orders wishing to be ordained a Deacon, 
must lay before the Standing Committee a testimonial in the following 
words : 

" To the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New- York, 

*♦ We, whose names are hereunder written, do testify, from evi- 
dence satisfactory to us, that A. B., for the space of three years last 
past, hath lived piously, soberly, and honestly ; and hath not, so far as 
we know or believe, written, taught, or held anything contrary to the 
doctrine or discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Church; and more- 
over, we think him a person worthy to be admitted to the sacred 
order of Deacons. In witness whereof, we have hereunto set our 
hands, this day of , in the year of our Lord ." 

The above certificate is to be subscribed by the Minister and Ves- 
try of the parish where the Candidate resides, or by the Vestry 
alone, if the parish be vacant, (of which circumstance the Committee 
roust be duly certified,) and must contain the names of at least a ma- 
jority of all the Wardens and Vestrymen. The respective titles of 
the Minister, Wardens, and Vestrymen, must be attached to their 
signature. If there be no vestry where the Candidate resides, the 
circumstance must be certified to the Committee, and then the testi- 
monial must be signed by at least twelve respectable persons of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church.

The above testimonial must be signed by at least one respectable 
Presbyter of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States. 
The Standing Committee may then sign the canonical recommendation 
to the Bishop, for orders ; which the Candidate is to exhibit to the 
Bishop. 

If the Candidate, from peculiar circumstances, not affecting his 
pious or moral character, shall be unable to procure testimonials from 
the Ministry and Vestry of the parish where he resides, testimonials 
to the effect required, may be received from at least twelve respectable 
members of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and from at least one 
respectable Presbyter who has been personally acquainted with the 
Candidate for at least one year. 

A Candidate recommended by the Standing Committee of any 
Church destitute of a Bishop, if he shall have resided for the greater 
part of the last three years within the Diocese of a Bishop, shall ap- 
ply to such Bishop for ordination, and shall produce the usual testi- 
monials, as well from the Standing Committee of the Diocese m 
which he has resided, aa from the Committee of the Church in the 
Diocese for which he is to bo ordained*

f\ir Deacons toishing to he Ordained Priests. 

tCanonXV. Gen. Con. 1832.] 

ADeacoQ wishing to be ordained a Priest, must lay before the Stand* 
lag Committee the same testimonials, subscribed in the same way as 
those required of him on his application for ordination as Deacon ; 
except that they may be so altered as to extend to such portions only 
of the three years preceding his application for Priests* Orders, as has 
elapsed since his ordination as Deacon ; and except, also, that if he 
be minister of the parish, the testimonial of piety, good morals, and 
orderly conduct, shall be signed by the Vestry alone. The Standing 
Committee may then give him the canonical recommendation for 
Orders, which he is to exhibit to the Bishop. 

No person can be ordained Priest unless he shall produce to the 
Bishop a satisfactory certificate, from some Church, parish, or congre- 
gation, that he is engaged with them, and that they will receive him 
as their minister ; or unless he be a missionary under the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese to which he belongs ; or in the employment 
of some missionary society recognized by the General Convention ; or 
unless he be engaged as a professor, tutor, or instructor of youth, in 
some College, Academy, or other Seminary of learning, duly incor- 
porated. 
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INSTRUCTIONS AND FORMS 

For Oit Incorporation of a Church in the Diocese of New- York. 

[These Instnicdona and Forms are substantially the same with those which were 
prepared by a Committee appointed for that purpose by the Convention of the 
Diocese of Western New- York, in 1836. They have beeit reyised, and .adapted to 
subsequent statutes by a distin^ished Counsellor at Law of this Diocese, at the 
request of the Secretary, and other members of the Convention.] 

I. — The Persons who hat Incorforate Themselves. 

By the act of March 5th, 1819, (3d vol. Rev. Statutes, p. 301 of let 
edition, and p. 252 of 3d edition,) it is provided that the male persons 
of full age, belonging to any Church, congregation, or religious society, 
in which divine worship shall be celebrated according to the rites of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in this state, and not already incor- 
porated, may at any time meet for the purpose of incorporating them- 
selves. 

1. They must be malest of twenty-one years of age, 

2. They must at the time^ actually belong to a Church, congrega- 
tion, or religious society, &c. The length of time that they may have 
belonged to such Church, &;c., is immaterial. 

3. They must belong to a Church, &c. To ascertain who belong to 
a Church, we must recur to the act of April 5th, 1813, (3d vol. Ke- 
vised Statutes, p. 292, l6t edition, p. 244, 3d edition,) which thus 
classes them : — 

1st. Who shall have been baptized in the Episcopal Church ; or 
2d. Who shall have been received therein by the rite of confirma- 
tion; or 
3d. Who shall have received the holy communion therein ; or 
4 th. Who shall have purchased or hired a pew in such Church ; or 
5th. Who have attached themselves to the Protestant Episcopal 
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Church by some joint act of the parties and of the Rector. This 
may be by a written engagement of the parties, made to the Rector 
of the Church, by which they declare that they do thereby attach 
themselves to the Protestant Episcopal Church, and by which the 
Rector declares that he receives and recognizes them as belonging to 
that Church. 

The expression, **The Rector,*' in the statutes, seems adapted 
only to the case of an incorporation in a place where there is already 
a Church or congregation with a Rector ; for there can be no Rector 
of a congregation before its incorporation. Where there is uo exist- 
ing Church, it is supposed that the engagement may be made with any 
regular Episcopal Clergyman. 

By Section two of the Fourth Canon of this Diocese, a Church can- 
not be admitted into union with the Convention, without producing a 
eertificate of the Bishop ; or if there be none, of the Standing Com- 
mittee, approving the incorporation of such Church. It would, there- 
fore, be prudent in all cases to apply for such approbation before pro- 
ceeding to incorporation. By Canon Thirty-one of the General Con- 
vention, (passed in IR32,) ministers cannot officiate within the paro- 
chial cure of another clergyman without his consent ; or in his absence, 
the consent of his vestry. A city, town, or village, in which there is 
one or more Churches, is declared to be a parish ; and where there 
are several Churches in a place, without local boundaries of cures or 
parishes, the consent of the major part of the parochial clergy of said 
Churches is necessary, before another minister can officiate there. 
Hence, previous to incorporating a new Church in such a parish or 
cure, it will be essential to obtain the consent of the clergymen, or of 
a majority of them, to the minister of the new Church officiating in 
the parish. 

II. — Previous Proceedings before the Meeting is Hei<d. 

By the act of 1813, a notice must be given that the persons belong- 
ing to the Church or congregation, will meet at a time and place spe- 
cified, for the purpose of incorporating themselves, and of electing two 
Wardens and eight Vestrymen. This notice must be given in the 
time of morning service — on two Sundays previous to the time of 
meetiUg. It must be given by the Rector, if there be one ; if there 
be none, by any person belonging to such Church or congregation. 

It has been usual to insert in the certificate of incorporation, that the 
notice required by law was given. But as the statute maiies no pro- 
vision for such a fact being thus certified, it would not be evidence of 
it. In order to preserve some evidence of that proceeding, it is re- 
commended that the notice of a meeting, &c., as above directed, 
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sigoed by the person who gave it, be preserved, and that an affidavit 
be endorsed on it, to the effect that " the within notice was pnbliclf 

read in the time of morning service, on Sunday the day of ', 

and Sunday, the day of , in the year 18 — ,to the congre- 
gation worshipping in the in the village [or town] of , 

according to the rites of the Protestant Episcopal Church." This affi« 
davit may be sworn to before a judge of any court of record, or justice 
of the peace, or a commissioner of deeds. If this affidavit and the notice 
be on the same sheet of paper with the certificate of incorporation, it will 
be filed and preserved with it, and may be found of great importance. 

III. — Proceedings at the Meeting. 

If there be a Rector, he is to preside ; if there be none, any person 
belonging to the Church, or any other person, may be ceiled to the 
chair« and preside. It is usual, and will be found convenient^ to ap- 
point a secretary of the meeting, although the statute does not re-* 
quire it. A. well bound blank-book should be provided, in which the 
proceedings may be entered at large, for the purpose of preserving 
the history of the organization of the Church. A form of entering the 
minutes of this meeting, will be subsequently given. The first bust* 
ness should be. to enter in the minutes the names of the persons who 
attend and are qualified to vote and act. The meeting should then 
proceed to choose two Wardens and eight Vestrymen, making ten in 
the aggregate. There must be neither more nor less than the number 
prescribed, and the same person cannot be chosen both Warden and 
Vestryman. This election may be either by ballot or viva voce upon 
open nomination, although the former mode is preferable. Two of 
the members of the meeting should be called on to assist in counting 
the ballots, so that they may join in the certificate. The names of 
the persons declared chosen should then be entered in the minutes. 
The meeting should then proceed to determine on what day of the 
week, called Easter week, the said offices of Church Wardens and 
Vestrymen shall thereafter annually cease, and their successors in 
office be chosen ; and this also should be entered in the minutes. The 
meeting is then to determine the name or title by which such Church 
or congregation shall be known in law. This being entered in the 
minutes, they should be signed by the presiding officer, by the secre- 
tary, and the two persons who afterwards join in the certificate of 
incorporation. 

If the minutes be thus kept, and any accident should happen to' the 
certificate, or it should prove to be imperfect, or a new one for any 
cause should become necessary, it can be had without calling another 
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neeting. In the same book the mioutes of the subsequent vestry 
meetings should be entered, and thus a complete record would be pre- 
served. 

IV. The certificate of incorporation is then to be made out, signed 
and sealed, as follows :

New- York, and in pursuance of notice duly given to the said congre- 
gation, in the time of morning service on two Sundays previous to 
such meeting, that the male persons of full age belonging to said con- 
gregation would meet at the time and place aforesaid, for the purpose 
of incorporating themselves, and of electing two Church Wardens and 
eight Vestrymen ; and we further certify, that [the Rev. John Knox, 
being Rector of said church, presided at the said meeting,] or, if 
there be no Rector, [there being no Rector of the said congregation, or 
Church, the undersigned, William Thomas, was, by a majority of the 
said persons so met, called to the chair, and presided at the said meet- 
ing,] and we further certify, that at the said meeting, Thomas Jones 
and William Thomas were duly elected Church Wardens of the said 
congregation and Church, and James Scott, S^c,, [naming seven others] 
were duly elected Vestrymen : That Tuesday [or whatever day 
was selected] in Easter week was by the said meeting fixed on as the 
day on which the said offices of Church Wardens and Vesti-ymen 
should annually thereafter cease, and their successors in office be 
chosen ; and that the said meeting determined and declared that the 
said Church and congregation should be known in law by the name 
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of **the Rector, Church Wardens, and Vestrymen of SU Jokn'$ 
Church, in the town of Oreeobnsh, in the county of Rensselaer.*'

On this day the following persons, of full age, belonging to the Church 
and Congregation worshipping in the Academy in the said town, (or in 
their house of public worship in the said town, called St. John's Church,) 
in which divine worship is celebrated according to the rites of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church in the State of New- York, met together at 
their said place of worship, pursuant to notice duly given in the time 
of morning service, on two Sundays previous thereto, for the purpose 
of incorporating themselves as a religious society under the acts of the 
Legislature of the State of New- York. (Here insert the names of the 
persons present.) The Rev. John Knox, being Rector of the said Church 
and congregation, was called to the Chair and presided ; (or there being 
no Rector of the said Church, William Thomas was, by a majority of 
said persons, called to the Chair, and chosen to preside over the said 
meeting,) and William Adams was appointed Secretary thereof. The 
notice calling the said meeting was then read in the following words : 
** Notice is hereby given,*' &c., (copying it.) It was then on motion 
resolved, that the persons here present do proceed to incorporate 
themselves as a religious societ}' in communion with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and that the said 
church and congregation be known in law by the name and title of 
** The Rector, Warden* and Vestrymen of St, John^s Church, in the 
town of Greenhush, in the county o^ Rensselaer " 

The said meeting then proceeded, on motion, to choose two Church 
Wardens, and eight Vestrymen of the said Church, when the following 
persons were duly elected : William Thomas and Thomas Jones^ 
Church Wardens : James Scott, Sfc. (naming seven others,) Vestrymen^ 

On m otion, it was then Resolved, That Tuesday in Easter Week be 
fixed on as the day on which the said offices of Church Wardens and 
Vestrymen shall annually hereafter cease, and their successors in 
office be chosen. 

A certificate of incorporation having been prepared, was presented, 
containing the above proceedings, which was signed by the Chairman 
of this meeting, and by Thomas SliUs and Jacob Faithful* and was 
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^tnessed by James Stone and Thomas Churchman ; and the said James 
Stcne was requested to prove the dae execution of the samef and cause 
it to be recorded by the County Clerk.

RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE OF THE 
DIOCESE, RELATING TO MISSIONARY STATIONS AND MISSIONARIES. 



Article I. — Missionary stations may be appointed by this Com- 
mittee, at any meeting. 

Article II. — When two or more places are named together as a 
Missionary station, and either of them shall separate from the con- 
nection, except with the consent of this Committee, the congregation 
so separating shall cease to participate in any benefit of the Mission- 
ary Fund* 

Article III. — ^In addition to the place or places named as a Mis- 
sionary station, the Missionary of that station shall supply such other 
contiguous place or p]aces with such frequency as may be directed by 
.the Bishop ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, then, and in.thajt case, by the direction of the Committee. 

Article IV.— The stipend to be paid to each Missionary, shall be 
at the rate of one hundred and fifty dollars per annum, payable 
on the first day of the months of January, April, July, and October, in 
each year, provided there be funds in the Treasury for the purpose- 

Article V. — The Missionary stipend shall, in all cases, be con- 
sidered as attached to the station, and payable to the Missionary only 
as belonging to that station ; and the stipend shall, in all cases, be paid 
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M> the Mtssionary directly, and oot to the Vestry of aoy Parish at that 
station ; nor shall it be considered as forming a part of any contract 
between the said Vestry and the Missionary. 

Article VI. — Every Missionary shall be resident in his proper 
station, nor shall the stipend be payable to him until he is thus resi- 
dent ; and absence from his station, except for reasons reported to the 
Bishop, and approved by him, or in case there be no Bishop, or of 
his disability or inability to act, then for reasons reported to this Com- 
mittee, and approved by them, shall involve a forfeiture of the stipend 
for the period of such absence. 

Article VII. — In the appointment of Missionaries to vacant sta- 
tions, such Clergymen canonically connected with the Diocese shall 
be selected as may be recommended by the members of our Church 
residing at those stations. The appointment of Missionary stations, 
and of Missionaries, shall be made annually ; nor shall any appoint- 
ment be considered as extending beyond the year, unless it be renew- 
ed. The stated annual appointments shall be made at a meeting, to 
be held in the month of February in each year ; and the said appoint- 
ments shall be for the year, to commence on the first day of April next 
ensuing. Appointments may also be made at other periods of the 
year, but not for a longer time than until the first day of the next 
April. Provided always, that the Committee retains the power of 
discontinuing, at any time, the appointment of a station or a Mis- 
sionary. 

Article VIII. — The annual reports of the Missionaries shall be 
made to the Bishop, or in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or of 
the Bishop*s inability to act, to the Chairman of this Committee, on or 
before the first day of September, in each year. And the report of 
each Missionary shall embrace the number of families, adult persons, 
and children under fourteen years of age, connected with each station 
under his spiritual care. He shall also report, as nearly as practica- 
ble, the average number of persons attending upon occasions of the 
public worship of Almighty God ; the number of teachers and pupils 
connected with the Sunday-school at each station, if there be one; the 
number of persons confirmed by the Bishop within the year ; the num- 
ber of communicants, of baptisms, marriages, and funerals ; and all such 
other matters as may be deemed interesting and important to be 
known, and which may be calculated to throw light upon the condition 
and prospects of the stations under his charge. 
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Article IX. — No re-appointmeDt of a Missionary shall be made, 
except for special reasons it seem otherwise good to the Committee, 
nnless he shall have made his annual report, as the duty is prescribed 
and set forth in the preceding article, and unless he shall, for the past 
year, have caused to be made, in each of his congregations, the contri- 
bution required by the Canon to the funds of this Committee. 

Article X. — The Chairman of this Committee shall always be the 
organ of communication with the* Missionaries and the Missionary 
stations.

RtLE fOR fiXTENDINO AID FROM THE VTJJKD FOR AOED AND HrftRtl 

GLEROTMEN. 

Aid may be extended to Clergymen of the two following classes : 

IH,r8l. Clergymen who, at the time of receiving Deacons' Orders, 
were canonically connected with this Diocese as Candidates for Or- 
ders ; and who have continued connected therewith, as Clergymen in 
regular standing, up to the time of applying, and who have spent at 
least three successive years in Parochial or Missionary duty within the 
Diocese, or in the instruction of youth in some seminaiy therein, ap- 
proved by the Bishop, and in which religious instruction is imparted to 
all the pupils on the principles exclusively of this Church; and who 
have also spent, except for reasons approved by the Bishop, the rest of 
the period of their ministry in the discharge of the duties of one or 
more of the aforesaid functions. 

Second. Clergymen becoming connected with the Diocese after their 
admission to Deacons* Orders, who shall have been connected with it 
for at least six successive years immediately preceding their applica- 
tion, and shall be otherwise qualified as above.

I. At the openiog of each Annual Convention, after Morning Prayer, 
Sermon, and the administration of the Holy Communion, the Presi- 
dent shall take the Chair; after which the order of procedure shall be 
as follows : 

1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop ; or, in case 
of his absence, or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, 
under the direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the 
names of the clergy entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call over the Churches entitled to representation, 
when the Lay Delegates shall present their certificates; which certifi- 
cates shall be examined by the Secretary, and a Committee of two 
members appointed by the Presiding Officer. Irregular or defective 
certificates, and certificates and documents referring to contested seats, 

. shall be temporarily laid aside. The names of the Lay Delegates, 
duly appointed, shall then be called : after which the certificates and 
documents laid aside shall be reported to the Convention, which shall 

. decide on the admission of the deputies named therein. 
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3. A coostitotional quomm (thirty Clergymen and thirty De* 
lections) being present, the President shall declare the Convention 
organised for business, which shall proceed in the following order : 

4. Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom 
shall have power to appoint an Assistant Secretary. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the Presi-- 
dent : 

(1) On the Incorporation of Churches, one Clergyman and two 

Laymen. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, 

with the Treasurer. 

(3) On the Treasurer's Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 

Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 

7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections : one Clergyman 
and one Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Lay Votes — for the Standing Committee, the Depu- 
ties, and the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention, and the 
Missionary Committee. 

8. The receiving, and referring, when necessary, of Reports, other 
than those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to 
the Secretary. 

9. The receiving and referring of applications of Churches for 
admission into union with this Convention. 

10. Miscellaneous Business. 

H. On the second day, the Order of Business, after Morning Prayer, 
shall be : 

1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of members not present on the first 
day« 

4. Report of the Committee on Incorporation of Churches. 

5. Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 

6. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

7. Annual Address of the Bishop : unless he should prefer another 
time for its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

8. The election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and 
the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary 
Committee. 

9. The appointment of the Trustees uf the Fund for Aged and 
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Itifirm Clergymen, and supplying vacanoies, if any, in the Trustees of 
the Episcopal Fund. 

10. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed 

to that officer. 

11. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 
1*2. Report of Society for Promoting Religion and lioaraing. 

13. Report of Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 

14. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Cler- 
gymen. 

15. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer's Report. 

16. Report of the Standing Committee on the Theological Seminary. 

17. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

18. Reports of Special Committees. 

19. Miscellaneous Business. 

III. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, 
after Morning Prayer, shall be : 

1. Reading and Approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling the names of Members not present before. 

4. Reports not presented the preceding day, in order. 

5. Miscellaneous business. 

IV. if the prescribed order of business on any day should not have 
been gone through with, the first business on the succeeding day shall 
be the matters which had not been reached on the preceding day, and 
in the order for that day prescribed : this rule shall not apply to miscel- 
laneous business. 

V. If the President ex-officio is not present at the opening of the 
Convention, the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when 
the senior Presbyter present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the 
chair ; and in such case, immediately after the organization of the 
Convention, a President shall be elected, by ballot, from among the 
Clergy. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last 
day's proceedings shall be read and approved. 

Vli. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen 
belonging in this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, 
Clergymen of other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology 
in the Protestant Episcopal Church, and all persons holding any office 
or trust under the Convention, if not members, shall be admitted to the 
sittings of the Convention.

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VIII. The bonre of each day's session shall be from 9, A. M., to 3t 
P. M., and when ordered by the Convention, from 7 to 10, P. M* 

IX. The mode of condncting the stated elections by ballot shall be 
as follows : 

The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes 
entitled to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for 
each office to be filled, to the approiM'iate inspectors, whose duty it 
shall be to take charge of the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, 
and as soon as practicable to canvass the same, and report the results 
thereof to the Convention. If on any such report, it shall appear that 
no valid election has been made, in respect to all or any of the offices 
to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose of filling 
those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at 
the discretion of the Convention. 

X. No motion shall be considered as before the Conveofcioa unless 
seconded^ and, when required, reduced to writing. 

XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as 
hereinafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table— to 
postpone it indefinitely — to postpone it to a certain time — ^to commit 
it*-<or to amend it : which motions shall have precedence in the order 
named. But a nM>tion to strike out the word " Resolved*' shall have 
precedence of a motion to amend, and, if carried, shall be equivalent 
to a rejection of the resolution. 

XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they 
are received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a 
motion to amend the same may be made : no after amendment to such 
second amendment shall be in order. But when an amendment to 
an amendment is under consideration, a substitute for the whole 
matter may be received. No proposition on a subject different from 
that under consideration shall be received under color of a substitute. 

XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 

XIV. A motion to adjourn shall i^ways be in ordert when no member 
is speaking, and ahall be decided without debate. 

XV. The mover may withdraw a. motion or resolution at any tim^ 
before decision or aip^dme^t, in wMch case it shall not be entered 
upon the minutes. 
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XVI. If a qnestioD nnder debate contaiD several distinct propo- 
sitions, the same shall be divided, at the request of any member, and 
a vote taken separately. 

• 

XVII. No member may speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion without leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case 
until every member choosing to apeak shall have spoken. 

XVIII. Every member present shall vote, whenever a question is 
put, unless excused by the Convention on account of his being per- 
sonally interested in the result, or for other cause. 

XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, 
whenever called for by five members. 

XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any mem- 
ber of a delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of 
the delegation, to have the fact of his dissent recorded on the min- 
utes. 

XXI. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered during 
the same session, without the consent of two-thirds of the members 
present, nor without the motion for that purpose being made by one of 
the majority on the first decision. No question shall be reconsidered 
more than once. 

XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otherwise ordered. 

XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and 
shall be received of course, without motion for acceptance. They 
shall be entered on the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recom- 
mending or requiring any action or expression of opinion by the Con- 
vention, they shall be accompanied by a resolution, or resolutions, for 
its consideration. 

XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President or by 
another member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to 
explain. All questions of order shall be determined in the first in- 
stance by the President ; but any member may appeal from any de- 
cision of the chair ; and on such appeal, no member shall speak more 
than once without leave of the Convention. 

XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, 
nor shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present ; nor shall any be changed or rescinded 
without one day's previous notice of a motion to that effect. 
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CANONS 

PASSED IN OSNBRAL CONVENTION, IN CINCINNATI, OCTOBER, 1860. 

CANON I. 
Of Foreign Missionary Bishops, 

[The former Canon on this subject was the seventh of 1844.] 

Section 1. — The House of Clerical and Lay Deputies may, from 
time to time, on nomination by the House of Bishops, elect a suit- 
able person or persons to be a Bishop or Bishops of this Church, to 
exercise Episcopal functions in any Missionary station or stations of 
this Church out of the territory of the United States, which the 
House of Bishops, with the concurrence of the Hous e of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies, may have designated. The evidence of such election 
shall be a certificate, to be subscribed by a constitutional majority of 
said House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, expressing their assent to 
the said nomination, which certificate shall be produced to the House 
of Bishops ; and if the House of Bishops shall consent to the conse- 
cration, they may take order for that purpose. 

Section 2. — Any Bishop elected and consecrated under this Canon, 
or any Foreign Missionary Bishop heretofore consecrated to exercise 
Episcopal functions in any place or country which may have been 
thus designated, shall have no jurisdiction except in the place or 
country for which he has been elected and consecrated. He shall not 
be entitled to a seat in the House of Bishops, nor shall he bepome a 
Diocesan Bishop in any organized Diocese within the United States, 
unless with the consent of three-fourths of all the Bishops entitled to 
seats in the House of Bishops, and also of three-fourths of the Clerical 
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•Dd Lay Deputies present at the Session of the General Convention ; 
or, in the recess of the General Convention, with the consent of the 
Standing Committees of three-fourths of the Dioceses. 

Section 3. — Any Bishopor Bishops consecrated under this Canon, 
or any Foreign Missionary Bishop heretofore consecrated, shall, on 
presentment by two-thirds of the Missionaries under his charge, for 
immorality, or heresy, or for a violation of the Constitution or Canons 
of this Church, be tried, and if found guilty, sentenced in all particu- 
lars as if he were actually resident within the limits of the United 
States, except that the trial may be within any Diocese in the United 
States. 

« 

Section 4. — Any Bishop or Bishops elected and consecrated under 
this Canon, or any Foreign Missionary Bishop heretofore consecrated, 
may ordain as Deacons or Presbyters, to officiate within the limits of 
their respective missions, any persons of the age required by the Can- 
ons of this Church, who shall exhibit to him or them the testimonials 
required by Section 2 of Canon IX. of 1841, signed by not less than 
two of the ordained Missionaries of this Church who may be subject 
to his or their charge. Provided, nevertheless, that if there be only 
one ordained Missionary attached to the Mission, and capable of acting 
at the time, the signature of a Presbyter under the jurisdiction of any 
Bishop in communion with this Church, in good standing, may be ad- 
mitted to supply the deficiency. 

Section 5. — Any Foreign Missionary Bishop consecrated under this 
Canon, or heretofore consecrated, may, by and with the advice of two 
Presbyters, one of whom, if necessity require, may be a Presbyter in 
good standing under the jurisdiction of any Bishop in communion with 
this Church, dispense with those studies required from a Candidate 
for Deacons* Orders by the Canon of this Church ; Provided, no person 
shall be ordained by him who has not passed a satisfactory examina- 
tion, in the presence of two Presbyters, as to his theological learning 
and aptitude to teach. And provided further, that no person shall be 
ordained by him until he shall have been a Candidate for at least 
three years. Nor shall any Deacon so ordained be advanced to the 
order of Presbyters, who has not been in Deacons' Orders for at least 
one year. Nor shall any Deacon or Priest, who shall have been or- 
dained under this Canon, be allowed to hold any cure, or officiate in the 
Church, in these United States, until he shall have complied with ex- 
isting Canons, relating to*the learning of persons to be ordained. 

Section 6. — Any Foreign Missionary Bishop or Bishops elected 
and consecrated under this Canon, or any Foreign Missionary Bishop 
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heretofore consecrated, shall have jnrifldtction and ipoveminent, 'sc* 
cording to the Canons of this Chnrch, o?er all Missionsries or Oiergy- 
men of this Church resident in the district or coantry for which he or 
they may have been consecrated. 

Section 7. — Every Bishop elected, and consecrated twder tins- 
Canon, or Foreign Missionary Bishop heretofore oonsecrated, sliattie- 
port to each General Convention his proceedings and acts, and the 
state of the Mission under fais'snpervision. He shall ateo make a 
similar report, at least once every year, to the Board of Missions ofthie 
Church. 

Section 8. — Canon V II. of 1844 b hereby repealed. 



CANON II. 
Of Episcoped ResigneUions. 

[farmer Canons on tLis sabject were the thin^-second of 183?, and ihe fourth oif 1844.] 

Section 1. — If, during the Session of the General Convention, or 
within six calendar months before the meeting of any such Convention, 
a Bishop shall desire to resign his jurisdiction, he shall make known 
in writing to the House of Bishops such his desire, together with the 
reasons moving him thereto ; whereupon the House of Bishops may 
investigate the whole case of the proposed resignation, including not 
only the facts and reasons that may be set forth in the application for 
the proposed resignation, but any other facts and circumstances bearing 
upon it, so that the whole subject of the propriety or necessity of such 
resignation, may be placed fully before the House of Bishops. 

Section 2. — An investigation having thus been made, the House 
of Bishops may decide on the application ; and by the vote of a major- 
ity of those present, accept or refuse to accept such resignation ; and 
in all cases of a proposed resignation, the Bishops shall cause their pro- 
ceedings to be recorded on their Journal ; and, in case of acceptance, 
the resignation shall be complete when thus recorded, and notice 
thereof shall be given to the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies. 

Section 3. — In case a Bishop should desire to resign at any period 
not within six calendar months before the meeting of a General Conven- 
tion, he shall make known to the Presiding Bishop such his desire, 
with the reasons moving him thereto; whereupon the Presiding 
Bishop shall communicate, without delay, a copy of the same to every 



Bisbop of tins Church, hating Ecclesiastical junsdlction ; and also to 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese to which the Biflliop desiring 
to resign may belong, and at the same time stimttion said Bishops to 
meet him tn person, at a place to be by him designated, and at a time 
not less than three calendar months from the date of his sammoM : 
and should a number, not less than a majority of all the said Bishops, 
meet at the time and place designated, they shall then haf^ ftU the 
powers given by the previous sections of this Canon to the House of 
Bishops : and should a number less than a majority assemble, they 
shall have power to adjourn from time to time, until they can secure 
the attendance of a majority of all the said Bishops. Should a propos- 
ed resignation of a Bishop be accepted at any meeting of the Bishops 
for that purpose held during a recess, then it shall be the duty of the 
senior Bishop present to pronounce such resignation complete, and to 
communicate the same to the Ecclesiastical authority of each Diocese, 
who shall cause the same to be communicated to the several Clergy- 
men in charge of Congregations therein. And it shall be the farther 
duty of the Presiding Bishop to cause such resignation to be formally 
Recorded on the Journal of the House of Bishops that may meet in 
General Convention next thereafter. If the Bishop desirous of re- 
sighing should be the Presiding Bishop, then all the duties directed in 
this Canon to be performed by the Presiding Bishop, shall devolve 
upon the Bishop next in seniority. 

Section 4. No Bishop whose resignation of the Episcopal jurisdic- 
tion of a Diocese has been consummated pursuant to this Canon, 
shall, under any circumstances, be eligible to any Diocese now in 
union, or which may hereafter be admitted into union with this 
Church; nor shall he have a seat in the House of Bishops ; but he 
may perform Episcopal acts at the request of any Bishop of this 
Church having Ecclesiastical jurisdiction within the limits of his 
Diocese. 

Section 5. A Bishop who ceases to have the Episcopal charge of 
a Diocese, shall still be subject in all matters to the Canons and au- 
thority of the Qeneral Convention. 

Section 6. In case a suspended Bishop of this Church should de- 
sire to resign at any period not within six calendar months before the 
meeting of a General Convention, he shall make knovra by letter to 
the presiding Bishop, such desire ; whereupon the presiding Bishop 
shall communicate a copy of the same to each Bishop of this Church 
having jurisdiction ; and in case a majority of such Bishops shall re- 
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tarn to the PretidiDg Bishop their written assent to such resignatiMit 
the same shall be deemed valid and final, and written information of 
the said resignation shall at once be communicated by the Presidiog 
Bishop, to the Bishop and Diocese concerned, and to each Bishop of 
this Church. 

Section 7. Canon IV. of 1844 is hereby repealed. 



CANON III. 

Of the Election of a Provisional Bishop in the case of a Diocese whose 
Bishop is suspended imthout a precise limitation of time. 

A Diocese deprived of the services of its Bishop by a sentence of 
suspension without a precise limitation of time, may proceed to the 
election of a Provisional Bishop, who, when duly consecrated, shall 
OKercise all the powers and authority of the Bishop of the Diocese 
diiring the suspension of such Bishop, and who, in case of the remis- 
sion of the sentence of the Bishop, and his restoration to the exercise 
of his jurisdiction, shall perform the duties of Assistant Bishop pre- 
scribed by Canon VI. of 1832, and who in all cases shall succeed to 
the Bishop, on his death or resignation. 



CANON IV. 

Of Episcopal Visitations, 
t 

[Former Canons on this subject were the third of 1789, the first of 1795, the fourth 
of 1801, the twentieth of 1808, and the twenty-fifth of 1832.] 

Section 1. Every Bishop in this Church shall visit the Churches 
within his Diocese, for the purpose of examining the state of his 
Church, inspecting the behaviour of his Clergy, ministering the Word, 
and, if he think fit, the Sacrament of the Lord^s Supper, to the peo- 
ple committed to his charge, and administering the Apostolic rite of 
Confirmation. And it is deemed proper that such visitation be made 
once in three years, at least, by every Bishop to every Church within 
his Diocese, which shall make provision for defraying the necessary 
expenses of the Bishop at such visitation. And it is hereby declared 
to be the duty of the minister and vestry of every Church or con- 
gregation, to make such provision accordingly. 

Section 2. But it is to be understood, that to enable the Bishop to 
make the aforesaid visitation, it shall be the duty of the Clergy, in 
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gvcb reasonable rotation as may be devised, to officiate for him in any 
parochial duties which may belong to him. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Bishop to keep a register of 
his proceedings at every visitation of his Diocese. 

S£CTioir 4. Canon XXV. of 1832 is hereby repealed. 



CANON V. 

Of a Minister declaring^that he vnU no longer he a Minister of this 

Church. 

[Fanner Canons on this subject were the second of 1817, the seventh of 1820, Ae 

third of 1829, and the thirty-eightb of 1832.] 

« 

SucTioir 1. If any minister of this Church, against whom there is 
no Ecclesiastical proceeding instituted, shall declare in writing to the 
Bishop of the Diocese to which he belongs, or to any Ecclesiastical 
Authority for the trial of a Clergyman, or where there is no Bishop to 
the Standing Committee, his renunciation of the ministry, and his 
design not to officiate in future in any of the offices thereof, it shall be 
the duty of the Bishop, or where there is no Bishop, of the Standing 
Committee, to record the declaration so made ; and it shall be the 
duty of the Bishop to depose him from the ministry, and to pronounce 
and record, in the presence of two or more Clergymen, that the per- 
son, so declaring, has been deposed from the ministry of this Church. 
In any Diocese in which there is no Bishop, the same sentence may 
be pronounced by the Bishop of any other Diocese, invited by the 
Standing Committee to attend for that purpose. Provided always^ 
nevertheless, that if the Bishop to whom such declaration renouncing 
the ministry is made, have reason to believe that the party has acted 
unadvisedly and hastily, he may forbear all action thereupon for the 
space of not more than six months, during which time the party may 
withdraw his application. And provided further, that if the Bishop 
shall have ground to suppose the party to be liable to presentment for 
any canonical offence, he may, in his discretion, and with the consent 
of the Standing Committee, proceed to have the applicant put upon 
his trial, notwithstanding his having made the aforesaid declaration. 
And the same discretion is allowed to the Standing Committee, in 
case the Diocese should be without a Bishop. 

In the case of deposition from the ministry, as above provided for, 
it shall be the duty of the Bishop to give notice thereof to every 



Bishop of tihte Chmch, and to the StandiDg Committee of ef€rj Die- 
cese wherein there it no Bishop. 

Section 2. Canoa XXxvill. of 1832 is hereby repealed. 



CANON VI. 

Cffa Clergyman in any Diocese or Missionary District chargeable 

with Misdemeanor in any other. 

[Former Canons on this snbject were the second of 1793, the twen^-eighth of 1808, 

and the fortieth of 1832.] 

Section 1. If a Clergyman of this Church, belonging to any Dio- 
cese or Missionary District, condact himself in soch a way as is con- 
trary to the rules of this Church, and disgraceful to his office, the 
Ecclesiastical Authority thereof shall give notice of the same to the 
Ecclesiastical Authority where he is canonically reeident, exhibiting 
with the information given reasonable ground for presuming its cor- 
rectness. If the Ecclesiastical Authority when tiras notified shall 
omit for the space of three months to proceed against the offending 
Clergyman, it shall be in the power of the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
the Diocese or Missionary District, within which the alleged offences 
were committed, to institute proceedings, and the decision given shall 
be conclusive. 

SscTioN 2. If a Clergyman shall come temporarily into any Dio- 
cese, under the imputation of having elsewhere been guilty of any 
crime or misdemeanor, by violation of the Canons, or otherwise ; or, 
if any Clergyman, while sojourning in any Diocese, shall misbehave 
in any of these respects, the Bishop, upon probable cause, may ad- 
monish such Clergyman, and forbid him to officiate in said Diocese. 
And if, after such prohibition, the said Clergyman so officiate, the 
Bishop shall give notice to all the Clergy and Congregations in said 
Diocese, that the officiating of the said Clergyman is under any and 
all circumstances, prohibited, and like notice shall be given to tlie 
Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop, to the Standing Committee, of the 
Diocese to which the said Clergyman belongs. And such prohibition 
shall continue in force until he be acquitted on trial. 

Section 3. The provisions of the second section shall apply 
to Clergymen ordained in foreign countries by Bishops in commnnion 
with this Church : provided, that in such case, notice of the prohibi* 
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tion sball be given to the Bishop under whose jarisdiction the Clergy- 
man shall appear to have been last, and also to all the Bishops exer- 
oiaing jarisdiction in this Church. 

Section 4. Canon XL. of 1832 is hereby repealed.
